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WHY  THEY  DIE  IN  THE  SHELLS. 


From  a  New  Point  of  View. 


II A  "S' E  rcail  wilh  uiiich 
Mills  faction  the  very  iiiler- 
esliiiij  letter  of  your  German 
correspondent,  although  it 
ailds  ljut  little  to  what  is 
already  known  or  applied 
in  various  ways  or  degrees 
to  American  inculiators.  There  has  been  a 
vast  amount  ot  thought  and  intelligent  efl'ort 
expended  upon  this  question,  and  we  have 
long  since  agreed  that  temperature,  ventila- 
tion, (in'l  liumidity  were  large  factors;  but 
we  have  not  and  never  will  agree  as  to  just 
how  much  or  how  little  of  each  or  either  are 
desirable  or  necessary  to  properly  hatch  eggs. 
If  there  was  a  cast  iron  rule  regarding  it, 
nature  would  have  imposed  it  upou  the  hen, 
and  we  would  very  soon  have  discovered  her 
secret  and  profited  by  it. 

I  think  I  will  be  upheld  by  intelligent  poul- 
trymen  in  the  view  that  there  will  be  more 
and  wider  varying  conditions  regarding  these 
three  things  under  a  half  dozen  sitting  hens 
than  in  a  half  dozen  gooil  incubators.  Think 
of  the  numlierless  conditions  that  surround 
the  sitting  hen,  inducing  or  compelling  her  to 
accept  conditions  that  would  laugh  to  scorn 
every  principle  involved  in  securing  right 
temperature,  ventilation,  or  humidity.  One 
hen  m.ikes  her  nest  on  the  damp  ground  in  the 
basement  of  the  barn,  which  is  all  humidity. 
Her  sister  makes  hers  in  the  hay  mow  in  the 
driest  of  hay  and  in  a  stifling  atmosphere, 
where  there  is  no  humiditv.   The  next  crawls 


fertile  eggs,  and  are  lucky  indeed  if  they 
succeed  in  raising  sixty-six  per  cent  of  their 
hatches. 

Why  is  this?  Every  observer  has  noted  it. 
and  countless  theories  are  evolved  from  it. 
We  are  sure  there  is  nothing  the  hen  has  done 
in  her  period  of  incul)ation  but  has  been  care- 
fully studied  and  practically  copied  in  the 
construction  of  the  incubator.  Every  detail 
is  scientitically  correct;  there  could  be  no  vari- 
ation; it  coukl  not  help  but  come  out  right- 
but  somehow  it  doesn't.  We  failed  to  note 
how  loose,  lax,  and  indifferent  the  hen  often  is 
in  living  close  to  nature's  laws  and  enforcing 
its  decrees.  We  thought  she  turned  the  eggs 
over  when  she  rustled  them  aliout,  and  that  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  to  do  so,  and  patents 
were  issued  for  appliances  to  do  this.  But  few 
give  these  things  much  thought  today.  The 
theories  assigned  for  various  conditions  were 
very  plausible.  They  looked  reasonable,  and  I 
accepted  them  for  years,  but  made  no  progress 
in  increasing  the  hatch.  The  death  rate  was 
still  high,  and  more  care  was  taken  to  ensure 
more  perfect  regulation  of  temperature,  humid- 
ity, and  ventilation;  but  it  was  a  waste  of 
time,  for  events  have  shown  me  that  either 
were  more  perfect  than  nature  demanded, and 
a  new  light  gradually  dawned  upon  me  beside 
which  these  tine  spun  theories  about  humidity, 
temperature,  and  ventilation  must  need  take  a 
second  place  with  ether  theories  that  were 
tried  and  found  wanting'. 

Whv  do  so  manv  chickens  die  in  their  shells? 
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management  is  adopt- 
ed. We  have  followed 
the  sitting  ben  in  her 
process  of  incubation  in 
every  detail,  and  in 
very  many  way  have 
improved  upon  it.  Her 
plan  at  best  is  crude 
and  subject  to  a  thou- 
sand changed  condi- 
tions, but  it  is  the  acme 
of  simplicity,  as  are  all 
the  devices  of  nature, 
and  as  closely  as  we 
have  scanned  her  ac- 
tion, and  as  learned  as 
we  are.  we  have  utierly 
ignored  or  else  have 
failed  to  note  the  one 
supreme  act  that  pre- 
vents the  chicken  from 
dying  in  its  shell.  Of 
little  worth  indeed  is 
all  additional  knowl- 
edge regarding  incu- 
bation if  we  ignore  so 
important  a  matter 
as  this. 

Why  do  so  many  die  in  their  shells?  Once 
I  said  it  was  the  want  of  no  excess  of  moisture 
or  ventilation,  temperature  too  high  or  low. 
All  those  are  factors  and  play  an  important 
part,  but  the  one  great  cause  overshadowing  all 
others  is  they  are  starved  to  death.  How? 
And  why?  They  are  starved  because  we  have 
failed  to  see  that  nature  provides  them  with 
sustenance  not  contained  in  the  shell  while 
they  are  in  the  process  of  incubation  under 
the  hen :  the  egg  only  in  exceptional  cases 
containing  sulBcient  nourishment  to  carry 
them  to  the  end. 

Careful  obsei  vers  have  noted  that  nearlv  all 


story  of  the  mother  sacriticing  herself  to  save 
the  life  of  her  child  :  it  is  a  provision  of  nature 
that  she  should.  This  instinct  i.s  in  her  bosom, 
and  according  to  the  light  that  is  given  her  she 
performs  her  duty. 

When  a  hen  becomes  broody  and  desires  to 
sit  she  is  usually  fat.  She  doubtless  has  all 
the  food,  water,  and  exercise  she  requires 
during  the  process  of  incubation.  When  she 
leaves  her  nest  at  the  end  of  the  period  with  a 
fine  clutch  of  chickens  she  is  "as  poor  as  a 
sitting  hen."  What  became  of  all  that  extra 
flesh  of  which  she  had  abundance  at  the 
beginning  and  so  little  at  the  end?   It  was  fed 
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under  the  staide  in  contracted  quarters  with 
no  ventilation,  and  amid  fumes  that  "  smell  to 
heaven."  And  the  next  goes  out  doors  in  the 
weeds  or  grass  where  it  is  all  ventilation.  And 
each  of  those  hens  will  appear  at  the  proper 
time  with  fourteen  healthy,  strong,  and  rugged 
o'jickens  hatched  from  fifteen  eggs  in  twenty- 
one  days,  and  the  incubator  expert  will  stand 
around  and  talk  learnedly  about  right  temper- 
ature, ventilation,  and  humidity,  and  its  appli- 
cation in  a  scientific  way,  and  succeed  in 
batching  about  Siixty-six  per  cent  of  their 
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Every  inculiator  man  tells  u>  why.  but  none 
of  them  quite  agree,  and  none  seem  to  grasp 
■  the  real  cause.  Of  course  they  must  announce 
some  remedy,  but  nobody's  remedy  prevents 
it,  except  when  he  applies  it  himself.  Volumes 
have  been  written  regarding  it.  theories  with- 
out number  advanced,  and  remedies  simple 
and  complex,  crude  and  scientific,  familiar 
and  unknown  have  been  advocated,  tried,  and 
failed  —  the  chickens  still  die.  They  died  in 
the  first  incubator  constructed,  and  they  will 
die  in  the  last,  unless  a  radical  change  in  their 
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fertile  eggs  will  survive  till  the  twelfth  day: 
that  the  mortality  is  an  increasing  ratio  after 
that  date:  that  they  are  alive  today  and  dead 
tomorrow,  without  the  slightest  change  in 
humidity,  temperature,  or  ventilation,  and  not 
one  of  us  is  able  to  give  a  good  anil  sufficient 
reason  why  this  is  so;  and  more,  why  don't 
they  die  under  the  hen?  I  will  tell  you. 
Nature  in  its  wisdom  provides  the  amplest  as  ' 
well  as  the  simplest  means  of  propagating  the 
species,  giving  little  thought  to  the  efforts  of 
man  to  aid  or  repel  the  process.   It  is  the  old 
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by  the  proi'ess  of  absorption  through  the  shells 
to  the  immature  but  growing  chick  each  egg 
contained.  Xote  how  carefully  she  bared  her 
breast  of  the  feathers  that  the  egg  might  lie 
close  to  her  bosom,  and  how  regularly  and 
how  lovingly  she  moved  the  eggs  about  that 
each  might  in  ito  turn  get  its  share  of  nourish- 
ment and  warmth. 

This,  kind  reader,  is  the  reason  that  chick- 
ens die  in  the  incubator  before  they  are 
hatched;  not  the  sole  reason,  but  the  main 
one,  and  the  only  reason  that  any  of  them  are 
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haicbetl  at  all  is  that  some  eggs  are  richer  and 
coiitaiu  sufficient  uutriment  to  sustain  them  to 
the  end. 

"  Crank,"  you  will  exclaim.  Thanks.  It 
does  not  offend  me.  I  have  heard  it  often 
before.  There  is  a  large  number  of  us,  some- 
what intelligent,  usually  houest  and  well 
meaning,  not:ibly  modest,  often  enthusiastic, 
and  always  harmless.  I  have  sometimes  felt 
a  pride  in  being  called  a  theorist."  A  theory 
is  often  the  advance  guard  of  a  solid  fact.  It 
is  not  always  the  substance  of  things  sought 
for.  But  theories  help  and  encourage  us 
wonderfully  in  bringing  to  light  the  evidence 
of  things  not  seen.  It  was  from  theories 
evolved  in  a  thousand  minds  and  put  in  prac- 
tice in  a  thousand  ways  that  the  great  poultry 
induslrv  of  our  country  has  arisen  to  its 


that  the  chicken  dies  in  the  incubator  for  the 
want  of  sustenance  it  would  have  received  if 
it  had  been  under  a  hen ;  that  much  I  consider 
settled.  The  open  question  is: — How  can  this 
sustenance  be  supplied  and  administered  by 
artificial  means  to  replace  the  loss  of  the 
natural  supply  ?  Considering  the  value  involved 
it  must  necessarily  be  cheap,  readily  applied, 
and  certain  in  its  efftcLs.  I  have  given  it 
much  thought;  I  have  made  many  experi- 
ments, accepted  and  rejected  many  theories, 
have  been  disappointed  time  out  of  mind,  but 
never  quite  discouraged.  I  know  that  the 
laws  of  nature  are  ■Inexorable,  but  they  are 
very  elastic,  and  capable  of  unthought  of 
manipulation.  We  cannot  set  her  at  defianc*  or 
treat  ber  rudely,  but  approached  by  an  bum- 
ble devotee  she  is  always  gentle  and  often  kind. 
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present  proportions,  and  the  American  incu- 
bator brought  to  the  highest  point  of  perfec- 
tion it  can  attain  under  present  conditions. 

Having  pointed  out  the  cause,  now  what  is 
the  remedy?  It  took  me  years  to  satisfy 
myself  as  to  the  cause,  although  it  appears  as 
a  very  simple  matter  now.  The  remedy  is  to 
feed  them,  but  how?  Well,  I  don't  know.  I 
frankly  admit  that.  I  have  some  theories 
about  it.  I  have  made  many  experiments,  and 
if  I  had  to  pay  for  all  t'.ie  chickens  I  have  sacri- 
ficed it  would  bankrupt  me.  But  it  can  be 
done.  I  .im  able  to  demonstrate  that  it  is 
within  the  r.ange  of  practical  things.  Assign 
me  ten  fertile  eggs  in  the  incubator  on  the 
twelfth  day,  and  I  will  deliver  you  ten  good 
chickens  on  the  twenty-first,  while  the  adjoin- 
ing ten  would  yield  but  seven  ;  but  they  would 
cost  a  dollar  apiece,  which  puts  it  beyond  the 
question  of  utility. 

This  is  where  the  question  stands  today.  I 
tielieve  it  is  cacabie  of  readv  demonstration 
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There  are  thousands  of  intelligent  persons 
using  incubators  whom  this  article  may  inter- 
est. It  opens  to  them  a  wide  field  for  thongiit 
or  experiment.  It  is  an  untrodden  path  lead- 
ing, I  believe,  to  great  possibilities,  but  age 
doubtless  will  bar  me  from  seeing  its  fruition 
or  reaping  its  reward.  The  incubator  is  not 
the  result  of  one  man's  theories  or  experi- 
ments, nor  yet  was  it  evolved  and  put  in 
motion  in  a  day.  Every  improvement  in  any 
direction  that  has  benefited  mankind  is  the 
result  of  time,  thought  and  skill.  In  a  multi- 
tude of  counsellors  there  is  wisdom,  and  if  a 
goodly  number  would  give  some  thought  or 
time  to  my  proposition  it  might  disclose  some 
light,  and  lead  to  a  speedy  solution. 

If  any  person  whom  it  may  interest  chooses 
to  correspond  with  me,  I  will  give  him  such 
attention  as  health  or  time  will  admit.

Not  a  Foolish,  but  an  Impossible 
Question. 


•■  UAVE  never  owned  a  hen 
in  my  life,  but  have  pur- 
chased a  thirty-five  acre 

place  in  ,  where  in  the 

spring  I  expect  to  start  in 
with  twenty-five  of  the  best 
Light  Brahmas.  Would 
you  kindly  send  me  the  names  of  a  few  reli- 
able dealers  in  or  around  Boston,  of  whom  I 
could  buy  my  stock,  and  get  iust  what  I  ;im 
paying  for?" 

That  request,  contained  in  a  letter  recently 
received  at  this  office,  does  not  diflier  much 
from  others  of  the  kind  which  aredjeing  con- 
stantly received.  Xor  was  my  reply  at  all 
different,  merely  the  usual  one  that  I  cannot 
make  any  discriminations  between  breeders  in 
that  way,  and  must  leave  the  buyer  to  his  own 
judgment,  I  recommending  the  breeders  adver- 
tising with  us  as  reputable  men,  and  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  thoroughly  reliable. 

But  this  lime  my  letter  came  bark  with  the 
following  note  appended : — "  I  should  judge 


from  the  above  that  you  wrLL  NOT  refer  me 
to  any  local  dealer  regarding  Light  Brahmas, 
but  take  it  that  each  and  every  dealer  who 
advertises  in  your  paper  is  perfectly  repu- 
table and  RELIABLE.  This  correspondence 
being  so  unsatisfactory,  I  should  judge  that 
you  do  not  care  to  be  annoyed  by  young  men 
who  are  just  about  to  endeavor  to  make  their 
mark,  and  who  ask  foolish  questions." 


Questions  of  that  kind  are  not  in  the  least 
f  nnoying,  for  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion  what 
the  reply  will  be.  I  djo  take  it  that  our  adver- 
tisers are  reputable  and  reliable,  and  when  we 
find  that  they  are  not  they  cannot  buy  space  in 
this  paper  at  any  price.  Sucb  being  the  con- 
dition, it  ought  to  be  clear  to  every  one  that  I 
cannot  in  fairness  to  our  advertisers  privately 
advise  correspondents  to  buy  of  outside 
parties,  or  in  fairness  to  all  advertisers  divert 
patronage  to  anyone. 

In  this  connection  I  would  allude  to  some 
similar  requests  which  have  been  i>ut  in  a  little 


different  way.  to  two  in  particular  which  have 
come  very  recently.  One  man  wanted  me  to 
put  the  name  of  what  I  considered  the  best 
incubator  on  a  slip  of  paper  and  send  to  him — 
just  the  name:  he  would  know  what  was 
meant,  would  get  the  information  he  wanted, 
and  no  one  else  would  be  any  the  wiser. 
Another  not  long  afterward  wanted  the  name 
of  the  best  brand  of  chick  food  sent  him  in  the 
same  way.  Scores  write  for  such  informa- 
tion. Saying  it  will  be  held  strictly  confiden- 
tial. In  the  cases  of  the  correspondents  asking 
information  aliout  incubators  and  chick  foods, 
I  was  in  a  position  to  reply  that  I  did  not 
knoir,  and  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  add 
that  if  I  had  hail  a  personal  preference  I 
would  not  have  felt  at  liberty  to  mention  it  in 
such  eases. 

But  I  want  to  say  a  word  to  those  friends 
and  others  who  ask  me  to  do  privatelv  what 
they  know  I  wiil  not  do  through  the  paper. 
There  are  some  matters  of  which  one  may 
talk  freely  when  not  talking  for  publication, 
when  he  would  not  talk  for  publication  at  all, 
but  these  are  not  matters  of  that  class.  I  do 
not  think  these  friends  would  ask  information 
if  they  could  see  the  matter  from  my  stand- 
point. The\i-  immediate  object  is  to  get  an 
opinion  which  they  suppose  may  be  better 
than  their  own,  on  a  matter  where  they  ought 
to  exercise  their  own  judgment.  Were  I  to 
give  them  such  an  oi>inion  in  a  case  where  I 
have  one  they  would  hold  me  in  a  measure 
responsible  for  the  results  of  their  following 
my  a<ivice.  In  mutters  where  well  known 
and  general  principles  are  involved  such  as  in 
the  selection  of  breeds  for  special  purposes, 
location  of  house  or  plant,  questions  of  feeding 


the  nuvice  in  such  matters  as  Ibis,  and  under- 
standing it  I  can  hardly  expect  that  he  will 
altogether  appreciate  my  position  now.  But 
the  statement  of  it  may  help  him  to  come  to  an 
appreciation  of  it  and  a  better  understanding 
of  conditions  affecting  it  much  sooner  than  be 
would  if  left  to  find  it  all  out  by  himself.  The 
novice  assumes  that  there  are  certain  breeders 
whose  stock  is  better  than  others  and  whom 
it  is  safer  to  deal  with,  and  that  I  know  all 
about  these  things  and  could  tell  if  I  wanted 
to.  Xow  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  am  inclined  to 
be  somewhat  of  a  crank  about  the  presence  or 
absence  of  qualities  I  like  in  fowls,  and  if  I 
were  judging  poultry  would  find  it  hard  not 
to  favor  birds  good  :n  the  points  I  like.  I  do 
not  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  say  that  I  know 
of  stocks  that  by  reason  of  being  strong  in  the 
points  I  like  are  the  stocks  from  which  I 
would  probably  buy  if  buying  birds  of  certain 
varieties;  at  the  same  time  I  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  there  are  other  slocks  equally 
good  of  which  I  have  no  personal  knowledge. 
Why  then,  because  I  personally  happen  to 
know  that  A's  stock  is  strong  in  a  point  I  like 
and  a  correspondent  wants,  should  I  refer  him 
to  A  when  perhaps  X  has  stock  that  would  be 
equally  satisfactory,  A  and  X  we  will  say, 
both  being  advertisers  in  Farm-Polltry? 
They  advertise  in  the  paper,  buy  space  in  it  in 
which  to  describe  what  they  have  to  sell. 
That  I  should  personally  know  some  adver- 
tisers and  their  stock  and  not  know  others  is 
inevitable,  because  to  know  them  all  while 
doing  other  work  is  impossible.  And  if  [ 
were  to  make  a  practice  of  recommending 
correspondents  to  advertisers  I  happen  to 
know  the  result  would  be  that  in  a  verv  short 
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when  these  relate  to  composition  of  ration, 
etc.,  it  is  right  that  I  should  give  information 
and  advice  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  right 
that  I  should  be  held  in  a  measure  responsible 
if  following  my  advice  or  acting  upon  infor- 
mation given  does  not  result  satisfactorily. 
But  specially  recommending  certain  breeders 
as  reliable  makes  me  in  a  measure  give  assur- 
ance that  the  customer  will  be  satisfied,  and  if 
he  is  not  be  is  often  as  apt  to  find  fault  with 
me  as  with  the  breeder  recommended.  This 
I  found  out  long  before  I  had  any  connec- 
tion with  a  poultry  paper,  and  the  policy  I 
have  followed  on  the  paper  is  simply  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  i)olicy  adopted  long  ago.  I 
adopted  this  policy  not  so  much  because  I  was 
unwilling  to  recommend  iireeders.  but  because 
as  a  matter  of  fact  such  a  recommendation 
was  taken  as  a  guarantee  to  the  person  advised 
that  he  would  be  satisfied.  Xow  I  would  at 
any  time  much  rather  guarantee  fair  treat- 
ment from  a  breeder  niy  confidence  in  whom 
was  a  little  shaky  than  assure  a  man  who  was 
so  little  informed  about  a  breed  and  the 
breeders  of  it  that  he  wanted  advice  as  to 
where  to  buy  that  he  would  be  satisfied  with 
his  treatment  by  the  most  conscientious  breeder 
that  ever  shipped  a  fowl.  I  have  seen  m»ny 
men  very  well  satisfied  with  what  seemed  to 
me  less  than  their  money's  worth,  and  about 
as  many  others  very  much  dissatisfied  with 
birds  worth  a  great  deal  more  than  they  gave 
for  them. 

1  understand  fully,  I  think,  the  attitude  of 
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time  we  would  have  a  small  and  select  circle 
of  advertisers,  and  the  people  who  had  been 
asking  for  the  names  of  reliable  breeders 
would  be  the  very  first  to  complain  that  the 
paper  was  being  run  in  their  interests.

Hales  Kept  in  Celibacy— Packing  Eggs  for  Hatching- 
Setting  Hens — Eccentric  Types — The  flanagement 
of  ExhibitionsUnder  American  Poultry  Associ= 
ation  Rules. 


IHE  BEST  season's  hatch 
we  ever  had,  aud  the 
finest  average  lot  of 
chickens  raised  was  from 
a  maie  kept  in  celiljacy 
until  twenty  months  old, 
—till  he  had  fully  moiled 
into  cock  form,  mated  to  a  harem  of  twelve 
pullets  ten  months  old  and  well  grown.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  were  this  rule  generally 
followed  with  Asiatics  better  results  would 
follow  our  breeding.  Xew  England  pullets 
hatched  and  reared  in  3Iay  are  likely  to  be 
caused  by  cold  weather  to  delay  laying  until 
full  seven  months  old,  when  they  will  have 
■laid  but  twelve  or  fifteen  esrgs  each  before  we 
will  demand  their  eggs  for  Ijreeding  purposes. 

Many  call  me  a  crank  on  the  montti  of  May, 
but  I  live  in  old  Massachusetts  and  have  ridden 
in  a  sleigh  daily  from  December  9  to  April  9 
before  in  my  life,  and  I  know  partridges  never 
lay  their  eggs  over  strata  of  frost  and  ice,  and 
that  as  a  rule  they  hatch  every  egg. 

But  I  started  in  to  write  of  celibacy  in  male 
birds  till  very  strong  and  full  grown.  It  is 
some  trouble  I  know  to  carry  over  a  lot  of 
cockerels  into  their  second  year  in  celiljacy; 
but  come  to  my  place  and  see  twenty  such 
birds,  and  then  ask,— Does  it  pay?  A  breeder 
that  does  this  has  a  legitimate  right  to  ask 
double  pric>e  for  such  birds,  and  they  find  a 
quick  market.  And  when  breeders  learn  that 
such  birds  as  exhibition  stock  come  out  in 
their  cock  form  with  a  brighter  plumage,  less 
loss  of  color  in  molting,  less  tarnished  by  the 
effect  of  the  sun  because  there  has  not  been 
that  exhaustion  of  albumen  by  the  effects 
which  follow  males  in  our  breeding  pens,  then 
will  tliey  better  appreciate  the  worth  of  efforts 
to  carry  males  over  for  future  use. 

It  is  a  fact  that  cocks  of  this  nature  have 
been  moie  succes>ful  in  our  exhibitions. 
Bright  eyed,  bright  in  color  of  beaks  and  legs, 
full  muscled,  and  salacious,  is  it  any  marvel 
that  they  win? 

If  cockerels  used  in  their  first  season  with 
hens  are  to  be  used  in  the  subsequent  season, 
it  is  surely  policy  to  isolate  them  in  celibacy  as 
soon  as  the  breeding  sea-^on  is  over,  retiring 
them  until  the  following  March  when,  mating 
them  to  May  pullets,  the  results  are  far  better. 
An  Asiatic  cockerel  not  so  isolated  is  seldom 
a  sure  getter  from  December  to  April  1.  Too 
many  of  us  have  learned  by  sad  experience 
that  Asiatic  cocks  are  not  to  be  relied  upon  in 
New  England  as  winter  breeders.  But,  oh, 
why  is  it  that  a  lifetime  in  poultry  culture  is 
DBcessary  to  learn  these  things. —  that  experi- 
ence is  the  only  teacher  we  heed?  The  old  are 
called  fogies;  the  young  have  to  learn  by 
experience,  and  not  one  in  a  hundred  who 
read  tliis  article  will  act  upon  it  or  try  to  find 
out  if  its  teachings  are  true. 


There  is  no  disputing  the  fact  that  for  a  long 
journey  eggs  are  be^t  packed  in  cartons  so  as 
to  insure  their  carriage  upon  the  small  end,  to 
relieve  the  air  cell  from  all  pressure  from  _the 
jostling  incident  to  railroad  travel.  The  germ 
is  always  at  the  top  surface,  no  matter  how  the 
egg  may  tie  placed.  The  making  of  the  egg 
larger  at  one  end  than  at  the  other  was  to  give 
room  for  breast  development,  and  as  the  germ 
ever  floats  laying  the  egg  on  its  side  gives  an 
incline  whicli  floats  the  germ  near  the  air  cell, 
and  causes  the  proper  position.  "We  all  know 
that  when  this  position  of  the  chick  in  the 
shell  is  reversed  it  seldom  hatches,  and  when 
it  does  is  usually  deformed.  AVere  we  during 
incubation  to  keep  the  eggs  with  the  small  end 
nighest,  the  hatch  would  be  small  indeed. 

This  is  why  it  is  so  essential  that  the  chick 
be  started  right  in  the  shell,  and  to  secure  this 
we  say  eggs  which  have  been  shipped  should 
be  taken  from  their  packing  and  laid  upon  the 
side  with  small  egg  inclined  for  twenty-four 
to  twenty-six  hours  before  being  put  under  a 
hen  or  in  an  incubator,  and  in  the  latter  case 
to  be  sure  the  small  end  is  the  lowest.  Thiii 


the  egg  is  in  its  normal  and  intended  position 
for  incubation.  But  do  not  take  eggs  out  of 
cartons,  and  place  upon  cold  earthenware. 
Futa  layer  of  cotton  or  some  light  substance 
in  the  bottom  of  the  carton  in  which  the  eggs 
were  packed,  the  divisions  having  been 
removed,  and  put  the  eggs  back,  as  described, 
for  the  time  specified. 

There  is  iiothing  new  in  this  information, 
but  it  is  no  doubt  new  to  many  just  engaging 
in  poultry  culture.  It  is  a  story  that  can  be 
oflen  told  to  the  benefit  of  many  purchasers  of 


Again,  while  many  laugh  at  the  advice: — If 
one,  these  cold  months  in  the  year,  will  take  a 
sod,  invert  it,  shape  out  a  nest  about  S  x  10 
inches  from  the  soft  side,  fiat  on  the  bottom, 
then  put  the  sod  into  a  box  of  suitable  size, 
grass  siile  up,  and  press  the  same  down  to 
make  the  proper  hollow  for  the  nest,  making 
sure  the  nest  hollow  is  perfectly  flat  on  the 
bottom,  then  place  the  same  in  the  oven  or 
over  a  radiator  till  all  is  thoroughly  warmed 
through  to  100  degrees,  using  but  little  hay  or 
line  straw  to  make  the  nest  up,  it  will  pay 
them  in  securing  a  surer  chance  of  the  hen 
sticking  to  the  nest  and  a  larger  number  of 
eggs  starting  well,  and  thus  give  them  a  larger 
flock  of  chicks.  The  flat  nest  protects 
against  crushing  during  incubation,  especially 
the  last  four  days,  when  the  shells  become 
brittle  just  before  the  hatch  is  to  come  off.  It 
is  one  of  the  little  things  that  helps  to  insure 
success.  It  i>  the  doing  of  these  little  things 
that  makes  our  calling  a  success. 


"A  Cochin  must  be  blocky.near  the  ground, 
very  heavily  feathered,  short  back,  short  tail, 
to  be  much  of  a  Cochin.  The  long  legged, 
scantily  feathered,  big  bird  on  stilts  should 
not  have  much  of  a  chance  with  an  up  to  date 
judge." 

This  wail  simply  presents  two  extremes, 
and  the  diflerence  in  appearance  may  be  due 
wholly  to  diflerence  in  plumage.  Change  the 
plumage  and  the  long  legged  bird  will  look 
blocky,  near  the  ground,  aud  the  other  would, 
from  a  Cochin  standpoint,  look  long  in  the 
joints,  when  the  medium  or  middle  ground  or 
type  might  be  a  reasonable  exponent  of  the 
Standard. 

The  intelligent  breeder  has  found  out  that 
to  get  excessive  feathering  he  has  to  sacrifice 
weight.  Our  comparison  shows  are  more  to 
blame  than  any  other  cau^e  for  judges  being 
governed  by  this  fad  in  feathers,  and  now  we 
begin  to  hear  the  wail  from  those  who  have 
carried  the  heavy  plumage  fad  to  excess  that 
they  have  to  fat  their  birds  out  of  breeding 
condition  to  reach  the  demand  of  the  Standard 
for  weight,  and  that  then  they  have  to  take  a 
month  or  more  to  get  it  oft',  and  almost  starve 
their  hens  before  they  will  lay  an  egg.  This 
is  what  writers  say  of  the  low  down,  heavy 
feathered  specimens  bred  for  heavy  plumage 
at  a  loss  of  stan-Jard  weight. 

If  the  Standard  were,  as  it  should  be,  the 
criterion  of  worth  and  merit,  these  extremes 
would  not  be  countenanced,  or  reached  in  so 
many  cases  as  now  we  see  them,  and  no  form 
of  plumage  that  sacrificed  weight  would  be  a 
fad.  for  a  winner  becomes  a  bird  of  price, 
coveted  because  he  has  won,  therefore  none 
but  a  beautiful  bird  jhould  win.  An  exces- 
sively fat,  low  down,  shapeless  bag  of  feathers 
is  beautiful  only  to  the  Cochin  cranks.  The 
man  who  is  a  crank  in  Came  station  ridicules 
it.  The  bird  that  fills  the  standard  in  every 
particular  is  acknowledged  beautiful  by  all 
fanciers  alike.  A  gentleman  is  neither  a  dude 
or  a  sloven  in  his  dress.  The  woman  of  ta<te 
and  culture  is  not  eccentric  in  her  wardrobe, 
and  is  admired  by  all  of  good  taste  and  man- 
ners. The  same  spirit  should  pervade  the 
poultry  fancy. 

Shape,  in  perfect  outline;  color,  pure  in 
shade;  stature,  in  keeping  with  declared 
weight  for  the  breed:   nothing  inconsistent 


with  productive  merit,  is  and  should  be  the 
law  of  beauty  for  each  aud  every  breed. 

That  this  fad  for  feathers  has  been  carried 
to  excei>,  and  we  are  seeing  birds  with  pro- 
nounced vulture  hocks  winning  our  Cochin 
prizes,  and  that  our  Brahuias  are  fast  assum- 
ing this  excrescence  of  thigh  and  shank  plum- 
age is  a  lamentable  fact. 

It  is  the  judge's  duty  to  stand  up  fair  and 
square  for  the  Standard,  leaning  neither  to 
extremes  or  sections.  That  judge  who  lets 
any  eccentric  feature  or  section  dominate  his 
judgment  is  no  longer  an  impartial  and  compe- 
tent judge,  and  should  be  drummed  out  of  the 
ranks.  Brahma  shape  in  Cochins,  and  Cochin 
shape  in  Brahmas.  aud  vulture  hocks  in  either 
breed  are  serious  and  disqualifying  faults  that 
an  honest  judge  will  not  favor  beyond  giving 
specimens  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  in  their 
approaching  them. 

I  do  not  believe  there  is  one  judge  in  a  hun- 
dred who  will  favor  a  long  legged,  scantily 
feathered  specimen  one-tenth  as  much  as  he 
will  favor  an  approach  to  a  vulture  hock  in 
his  awards,  and  the  judging  at  our  shows  will 
bear  me  out  in  this  assertion.  Should  every 
judge  come  down  flat  footed  upon  Standard 
law,  and  be  as  severe  on  vulture  hocks  and 
faked  Cochins  as  seen  every  season  in  our 
exhibitions,  there  would  be  a  worse  wail 
against  their  act  than  for  cases  where  the 
long  legged,  scantily  feathered  birds  are 
favored. 

The  fact  is  the  exhibitor  who  is  trying  to 
force  to  the  front  a  vulture  type,  and  litrht 
weight  is  the  one  who  cries  out  against  a  full 
weight  and  Standard  feathered  specimen,  and 
will  do  this  when  three-fourths  of  the  fanciers 
and  visiting  public  are  laughing  at  his  long 
feathers  and  extreme  hocks. 

The  middle  ground  is  the  safest  for  breeder 
or  judge. 


The  management  of  all  exhibitions  should 
be  at  the  dictation  of  those  who  put  their 
money  into  these  enterprises,  for  all  exhibi- 
tions help  the  thoroughbred  poultry  industry. 
But  when  such  exhibitions  advertise  that  the 
Standard  shall  be  the  guide  of  management, 
they  are  morally  and  legally  responsible  to 
fulfill  their  promises  to  the  public. 

When  an  exhibition  advertises  comparison 
judging,  it  surely  had  best  leave  out  of  its 
rules  the  promise  to  be  governed  by  American 
Poultry  Association  law.  for  there  is  not  such 
an  exhibition  on  record  that  has  not  ignored 
that  law. 

Whatever  the  mode  of  management,  judges 
should  be  employed  who  are  competent  to 
judge  the  breeds  allotted  to  them,  and  if  we 
are  to  give  the  best  satisfaction  in  the  future, 
that  allotment  should  be  determined  at  the 
exhibition.  In  our  large  shows  there  are 
always  three  or  more  judges  on  the  list  compe- 
tent to  judge,  even  as  specialists  four  or  more 
of  the  breeds.  When  the  list  of  judges  is 
luimed  then  the  controversy  between  the 
show  management  and  specialty  clubs  shouM 
end.  W.  X,  Y.  Z,  may  be  among  the  list  of 
judtres.  The  breeder  knows  that  one  or  o'her 
of  these  will  be  selected  by  chance  to  judge, 
we  will  say,  the  Brahmas. 

If  the  superintendent  of  the  show  with  slips 
having  the  names  of  the  Asiatic  varieties  in 
hi^  hat,  asked  each  of  these  judges  to  put  his 
hand  in  and  take  a  slip,  chance  would  decide 
what  breed  he  would  judge.  This  gives  him 
no  time  to  forejudge  the  class.  He  goes  to 
scoring  the  class  at  once,  and  his  hone.-t  judg- 
ment as  found  in  the  recorded  merit  of  each 
specimen  would  determine  the  winner,  while 
all  of  a  less  merit  would  secure  relative  rank. 

AVere  this  the  uniform  custom  of  our  large 
shows,  living  squarely  up  to  score  card  appli- 
cation of  the  American  Poultry  Associatiim 
Standard,  we  would  find  more  loyal  clubs  and 
less  scheming  to  secure  judges  who  favored 
the  fads  of  the  few  who  seek  to  control  the 
majority.  There  would  be  less  ucneral  revision 
of  the  Standard,  greater  h:irniony  among 
breeders,  a  higher  rate  of  geiier;d  excellence 
of  the  breeds,  aud  higher  average  prices  for 
the  whole  fancy  poultry  product.  Then  would 
practical  merit  ;is  seen  in  greater  egg  produc- 
tion cut  a  larger  figure  in  determining  the 
value  of  breeds  and  of  individual  specimens  of 
a  breed. 

I  accord  to  any  specialty  club  all  right  to 
control  its  own  membership,  but  I  deny  the 
right  to  seek  to  control  the  whole  poultry 
fralernitv  that  thev  may  sacrifice  the  general

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good  to  individual  advantage.  There  is  a 
"heap"  of  difference  between  workins:  for  the 
general  advancement  and  best  interest  of  the 
poultry  industry,  that  the  reflex  benefits  may 
fall  back  upon  specialty  clubs  and  individuals, 
and  coercing  of  the  general  management  to 
secure  special  advantages  for  any  special  club 
or  breed.  The  first  is  a  lasting  benefit:  the 
latter  a  doubtful  and  fleeting  benefit,  for  it 
kills  the  goose  that  we  expect  to  lay  our  golden 
eggs. 

I  look  upon  the  present  era  in  our  poultrv 
exhibitions  as  much  like  that  of  1S65  and 
thereabouts.  There  is  general  dissatisfaction 
with  show  management.  There  is  too  much 
of  a  desire  to  cramp  the  general  welfare  to  fit 
personal  advantage.  "When  we  see  an  exhi- 
bition stTiving  to  combine  the  two  systems  of 
comparison  and  score  card  advantage,  and  see 
another  which  has  heretofore  been  a  straight 
comparison  show  accepting  in  part  the  score 
card  system,  we  know  there  is  conflict  of  judg- 
ment and  opinions,  and  that  the  result  will  in 
the  end  be  to  adopt  the  score  card  plan,  or  the 
entries  will  be  less. 

In  early  days  we  tried  the  plan  of  scoring 
only  such  as  seemed  able  to  secure  one  of  the 
three  or  five  prizes  offered,  but  this  caused  a 
falling  oft"  of  the  entry  fees,  for  no  one  would 
bring  more  than  his  one  best  trio  when  half  of 
a  class  was  left  unscored.  There  was  a  gen- 
era! clamor  for  the  record  of  all,  that  they 
might  see  wherein  they  were  beaten.  From 
every  quarter  came  the  question, — "Are  not 
my  birds  good  enough  to  be  scored?"  The 
result  was  that  classes  were  small  until  we 
promised  exhibitors  that  their  birds  should 
all  be  scored,  when  entries  at  once  increased. 
The  advantage  of  a  score  card  record  is  as  a 
basis  of  sales,  and  be  assured  that  this  is  an 
advantage  which  the  rank  and  file  of  breeders 
will  never  give  u|i. 

Let  specialty  clubs  say  to  all  exhiijitions, — 
"Keturn  to  strictly  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion methods.  Then  will  we  exhibit  with  you 
and  support  you.  And  until  you  all  come 
down  strictly  to  such  uniform  management 
we  shall  patronize  those  who  do." 

This  the  clubs  have  a  moral  right  to  expect 
of  show  managements.  The  legitimate  exhi- 
bition is  the  one  where  all  breeds  meet,  and  I 
do  not  believe  in  club  shows,  only  when  it  is 
impossible  to  be  accommodated  by  distance 
and  rules  of  our  larger  exhibitions. 

Were  I  one  of  ;je  managers  of  a  large  exhi- 
bition I  would  advertise  the  exact  plans  upon 
which  my  exhibition  would  be  run,  give  an 
earnest  invitation  to  all  special  clubs  to  meet 
and  exhibit  there,  advertise  my  list  of  judges 
for  the  whole  exhi!)itiou,  and  say,  such  a  set 
will  judge  the  Asiatic,  American,  and  English 
classes,  and  the  second  list  will  judge  the 
smaller  breeds,  the  assignment  of  varieties  to 
be  by  lot. 

If  all  exhibitions  under  American  Poultry 
Association  rules  would  do  this,  thus  securing 
one  general  rule  of  management,  they  will 
restore  harmony  and  strength  to  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  and  add  to  the  success  of 
the  Industry.  Specialty  clubs  will  then  con- 
centrate their  influence  and  work  upon  legiti- 
mate club  interests,  and  the  whole  breeding 
fraternity  be  benefited.

The  Jewish  Poultry  Trade. 

Sine-tenths  of  the  live  poultry  received  in 
this  market  is  consumed  by  the  .Jews.  Of  the 
other  tenth  more  than  half  is  consumed  by  the 
Chinese,  and  the  balance  is  mostly  bought  by 
out  of  town  speculators  and  fattened  and 
reshipped  to  the  city  dressed.  The  Jewish 
population  in  the  United  States  is  nearly  one 
and  one-quarter  million,  of  which  about  38 
percent  are  in  Xew  York  city.  So  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Jewish  trade  in  Xew  York  is  a 
very  important  factor  in  the  poultry  line. 
Large  quantities  of  dressed  poultry  are  also 
consumed  by  the  Jews,  and  while  perhajis  a 
small  proportion  of  the  live  poultry  may  find 
its  way  into  consumption  through  the  poorer 
classes  of  Christians  the  latter  confine  their 
purchases  of  poultry  almost  entirely  to  the 
stock  dressed  in  the  country  and  received 
here  in  that  way.  This  is  the  reason  that 
Xew  Y^ork  is  such  a  great  poultry  market. 
No  other  market  in  the  country  has  the 
demand  for  poultry  that  Xew  York  has. 
Besides  all  the  dresseii  poultry  received,  over 
two  thousand  cars  of  live  poultry  reach  the 
market  each  year,  each  car  averaging  about 
16,000  poundsof  poultry.— 3"eio  York  I'loU- 
iice  Beview. 


A  Valuable  Crop  for  Poultrymen. 


WOULD  like  to  give  readers 
of  Farm-Pol-ltry  a  little 
information  regarding  a 
valuable  crop  for  poultry- 
men.  The  crop  of  which  I 
speak  is  Japanese  millet,  a 
new  variety  of  millet 
recently  (within  three  or  four  years)  intro- 
duced and  offered  for  sale  by  seed  firms. 
Millet  seed  has  long  been  known  and  used  as 
a  food  for  fowls  and  chicks,  and  needs  no 
introduction  to  the  majority  of  poultry  keep- 
ers. This  -new  variety  is  a  very  heavy  pro- 
ducer, its  large  seed  heads  being  well  filled 
with  seeds. 

I  determined  to  give  it  a  trial  this  season,  so 
about  .July  4th  I  plowed  the  ground,  and  har- 
rowed it  and  reharrowed  it  to  tine  the  soil  as 
much  as  possible,  and  sowed  the  seed  at  the 
rate  of  about  three  pecks  per  acre.  The  piece 
was  then  rolled  down  with  the  roller.  The 
.seed  can  be  sown  at  any  time  from  May  to 
July,  so  one  need  not  be  limited  in  that  direc- 
tion. The  piece  of  land  I  seeded  to  it  this 
season  contained  about  one-third  of  an  acre,

was  quite  stony  and  weedy,  and  no  fertilizer 
or  manure  of  any  kind  was  applied,  and  the 
crop  of  straw  and  seed,  about  two  tons  in  all, 
was  quite  heavy,  taking  these  things  into  con- 
sideration. 

One  good  feature  about  the  laud, — it  was 
rather  low  and  moist.  Japanese  millet  will 
not  thrive  on  high,  dry  or  hilly  ground.  Any 
person  who  has  at  least  a  small  piece  of  good 
ground,  with  the  application  of  some  kind  of 
fertilizer  or  manure,  could  raise  much  heavier 
crops  than  I  did.  Undoubtedly  hen  manure 
would  be  among  the  best  of  manures,  being 
very  rich  in  nitrogen,  and  well  suited  to  quick 
growing  catch  crops  like  millet.  I  cut  it 
about  the  20th  of  September,  ten  weeks  from 
sowing,  anil  it  was  a  little  overripe  then,  and 
owing  to  several  heavy  rains  and  winds  was 
quite  badly  lodged,  which  made  cutting  difli- 
cult.  Do  not  dry  it  any  longer  than  two  days 
if  possible,  as  the  seed  gets  dry  and  rattles  out 
upon  the  ground.  It  is  a  good  idea  to  turn 
the  fowls  loose,  and  let  them  range  over  the 
field,  and  they  will  find  any  seed  which  would 
otherwise  be  lost.  In  pitching  from  the  wagon 
into  the  barn  or  mow,  considerable  seeil  will 
shake  out,  as  in  my  case  several  bushels  of 
seed  were  swept  up  and  saved  for  future  use. 
The  greater  part  of  the  seed  can  easily  be 
threshed  or  beaten  out,  and  I  intend  using  it 
in  the  litter  for  the  chicks  in  the  brooder  house 
to  scratch  for  during  the  winter,  chicks  need- 
ing exercise  in  cold  weather  as  much  aj  the 
hens.  The  remaining  straw  with  the  small 
amount  of  seed  adhering  I  place  in  the  scratch- 
ing sheds  for  the  hens,  and  being  long,  coarse, 
and  very  tough,  it  makes  capital  scratching 
litter. 

This  is  a  rather  unseasonable  report,  but  I 
wanted  to  see  how  the  straw  lasted,  and  how 


the  hens  relished  the  seed  before  advising  any- 
one to  grow  it.  With  us  it  does  not  seem  to 
need  replenishing  as  often  as  straw  or  hav. 
and  it  is  amazing  what  quantities  of  seed  the 
fowls  find  in  it,  and  the  exercise  keeps  the 
hens'  appetites  pretty  well  sharpened,  that  is. 
if  you  keep  the  pens  littered  deep  enough. 

Exercise,  as  everybody  knows,  is  absolutelv 
necessary  for  the  best  results  in  winter  eggs, 
and  there  is  no  way  to  get  hens  to  take  it  like 
scattering  all  the  hard  grain  fed  into  some 
kind  of  litter. 

Leaves  or  corn  husks  make  good  litter  for 
those  who  can  get  them,  but  they  are  not  easilv 
obtained  by  many,  and  rye,  straw,  or  hay 
which  is  worth  $15  to  §1"  per  ton  in  the 
market  is  pretty  expensive,  and  to  use  much 
of  it  would  take  off' considerable  of  the  profit, 
which  is  generally  smaller  than  usual  lately, 
on  account  of  the  high  prices  of  grain. 

Accordingly,  I  have  decided  this,  millet  is  a 
good  crop  to  grow,  for  those  who  have  land, 
(and  it  takes  very  little),  and  can  be  grown 
very  cheaply.  I  do  not  say  this  to  boom  that 
line  of  the  seed  Ijusiness.  but  in  the  interests  of 
those  who  may 
think  of  trying  it. 

This  coming  sea- 
son I  intend  seed- 
ing some  in  the 
poultry  yards  to 
freshen  the 
ground  and  fur- 
nish shade.  I 
think  keeping  the 
fowls  away  from 
it,  or  shut  in  the 
houses  for  a  few 
days  will  give  it 
a  start,  and  once 
started  it  would 
keep  well  ahead 
by  its  rapid 
growth.  Japanese 
millet  is  also  cut 
green,  and  fed  to 
cows,  several 
dairymen  in  this 
vicinity  growing 
it  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  pro- 
nouncing it  as 
good  as  corn  fod- 
der. It  may  thus 
be  made  to  serve  a  double  purpose  on  many  a 
farm. 

1  enclose  you  a  photo,  of  a  section  of  the 
field,  which  is  about  five  and  one-half  feet  in 
height,  as  compared  with  the  writer.    In  no 
place  in  the  field  was  it  under  four  feet  tall.

XoTE.— Readers  should  distinguish  between 
Mr.  French's  experience  with  millet  and  his 
general  observations  on  its  adaptability  to 
particular  soils  or  places.  His  report  of  his 
experience  is  valuable  as  showing  what  can 
be  done  under  the  conditions  which  he 
describes,  but  we  very  much  doubt  whether 
he  is  right  in  saying  that  it  would  not  have' 
done  so  well,  or  would  not  have  done  well  on 
dry  ground,  for  millet  is  a  favorite  crop  in  the 
dry  regions  of  the  west,  and  the  Japanese 
variety  has  long  been  recognized  there  as  the 
best  for  poultry,  though  the  German  is  very 
good  and  in  more  plentiful  supply.  Five 
years  ago  when  the  writer  first  came  to 
Massachusetts,  he  sowed  a  small  piece  of 
ground  with  German  millet,  a  piece  of  very 
poor  light  soil  that  would  not  grow  a  crop  of 
anything  else  tried  on  it  without  liberal  fertiliz- 
ing. Though  the  millet  did  not  produce  an 
extraordinary  crop  of  straw  it  made  a  good 
yield,  and  the  heads  tilled  well.  Millet  hay 
the  writer  fed  to  both  horses  and  cows  in 
Colorado  in  1890,  and  found  it  a  most  excel- 
lent feed  and  a  good  milk  producer.— Ed. 
F.-P.

In  riany  Ways  a  Record  Breaker— Some  Phenomenal 
Classes — Fine  Weather  and  Large  Attendance. 


\OSG  BEFORE  the  entries 
for  tbe  seventh  annual 
exhibition  of  the  Boston 
Poultry  Association  closed 
it  became  a  foregone  con- 
clusion that  in  number  of 
entries  and  general  quality 
of  the  classes  this  show  would  surpass  all 
others.  AVhen  the  week  opened  with  tine 
yeather  and  every  indication  that  it  would 
continue,  those  interested  couhdently  looked 
forward  to  a  record  breaking  attendance;  and 
they  were  not  disappointed. 

Perhaps  it  is  not  appropriate  to  say  of  a 
large  show  that  it  was  too  big.  The  number 
of  entries  is  always  taken  as  the  measure  of 
the  exhibitor's  appreciation  of  treatment 
accorded  him  at  previous  shows,  and  of 
inducements  oll'ered  for  a  present  one.  And 
perhaps  those  who  were  in  a  position  to  limit 
their  attention  to  one  or  a  few  classes  did  not 
feel  that  the  extraordinary  size  of  the  show 
was  in  any  sense  disadvantageous ;  but  I  think 
few  if  any  of  those  who  had  to  make  the 
eflbrt  to  see,  superticially  at  least,  the  whole, 
show  could  help  thinking  that  it  might  have 
been  much  smaller  without  being  less  com- 
plete, and  without  diminution  of  quality.  Con- 
sidered merely  as  a  feat  in  pedestrianism, 
seeing  the  whole  of  this  Boston  show  was 
something  out  of  the  ordinary,  and  more  than 
one  stalwart  fancier  was  complaining  of  tender 
feet  and  aching  muscles  before  he  had  seeu 
anything  like  all  of  the  show. 

After  having  seen  all  exhibits  in  the  poultry 
classes  in  a  general  way  my  impression  was 
that  on  the  whole  average  quality  was  better 
than  ever  before,  and  this,  as  I  learned  in  sub- 
sequent conversations,  was  the  impression  of 
many  other>.  Xo  doubt  the  strong  popular 
classes  and  the  general  absence  of  inferior 
specimens  from  classes  where  competition  i> 
light  contributed  to  this  eflect. 

On  Monday  things  at  Mechanics  building 
seemed  to  move  somewhat  slowly,  and  many 
who  were  not  acquainted  with  the  managers 
and  had  not  seen  how  work  is  tiui^hed  in 
short  order  under  the  efficient  direction  of 
superintendent  Eackham,  were  heard  express- 
ing fears  that  the  displays  would  not  be  in 
place  and  ready  forjudging  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, and  that  little  progress  would  be  made  in 
judging  on  Tuesday.  But  the  work  went  on 
briskly  through  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
and  the  visitor  who  entered  the  hall  at 
ten  o'clock  on  Tuesday  morning  found  every 
exhibit  in  place  and  the  judging  well  under 
way.  With  the  exception  of  those  classes 
which  were  to  be  judged  by  judges  who  were 
tojudge  at  Jsew  York  lirst,  the  judging  was 
practically  completed  and  the  ribbons  up 
before  six  o'clock  Tuesday  afternoon.

A  comparison  of  the  above  figures  is  instruct- 
ive both  as  showing  where  gains  have  been 
made  and  showing  where  even  so  strong  a 
show  is  weak.  It  makes  little  dift'erence  about 
the  rare  varieties  that  are  l)ut  scantly  repre- 
sented, but  breeders  of  ducks,  geese,  and 
turkeys  in  this  section  should  see  to  it  that 
these  classes  be  better  tilled  in  the  future,  and 
with  specimens  of  sujjerior  merit.  In  quality, 
as  well  as  in  numbers,  these  classes  were  far 
from  as  strong  as  tliey  should  have  been  in 
such  a  show,  though  here  and  there  was  an 
exceptionally  good  specimen. 

In  actual  number  of  entries  made  the  Light 
Brahma  class  was  stronger  thaii  as  given 
above,  but  when  it  became  apparent  that  there 
was  uot  going  to  be  as  much  room  as  desirable 
for  the  proper  display  of  the  exhibits,  Oakland 
Farm  withdrew  twenty-two  entries.  In  qual- 
ity I  thought  the  Light  Brahma  class  better 
than  last  year,  but  not  so  good  right  through  as 
two  years  ago,  an  opinion  which  I  found  coin- 
cided with  that  of  some  exhibitors,  but  was  not 
shared  by  others,  some  considering  this  tbe 
best  class  as  a  whole  they  had  ever  seeu.  It  is 
probably  a  long  time  since  as  large  or  as  good 
a  class  of  Dark  Brahmas  was  seen  anywhere. 
In  Buff  Cochins,  as  in  Brahmas,  Oakland 
Farm  entries  were  largely  withdrawn  to  make 
room,  so  that  the  actual  display  in  the  open 
classes  was  quite  small.  What  birds  were 
there  though  were  tbe  cream  of  the  Oakland 
Farm  stock.  Partridge  Cochins  were  less 
uumerous  than  a  year  ago,  but  the  quality  was 
excellent.  Black  Cochins  strong,  for  that 
variety,  in  numbers  and  of  good  qualitv. 
White  Cochins  a  nice  class,  but  not  strong 
numerically.  The  Black  Langshan  class  was 
very  large,  but  otherwise  not  phenomenal. 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  were  iu  numbers  as  a 
few  years  ago,  with  competition  very  strong 
and  prizes  well  divided.  In  White  and  Buff 
Rocks,  the  classes  were,  as  far  as  figures  at 
hand  show,  the  largest  that  ever  came  together, 
and  the  general  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  they 
were  also  the  liest  to  date  for  quality.  Silver 
and  Golden  Wyandottes,  too,  came  out  excep- 
tionally strong  in  numbers,  and  the  Silvers 
especially  attracted  attention  by  the  marked 
improvement  in  shape  over  the  best  laced 
birds  of  the  last  few  years.  The  breeders  are 
evidently  getting  back  to  the  old  blocky  Wyan- 
dotte type,  while  still  holding  the  lacing  intro- 
duced through  English  specimens.  While 
Wyandottes  were  almost  exactly  equal  in 
numbers  to  the  class  last  year,.Ht;d  little  dift'er- 
ence would  be  noted  by  the  casual  obsei  ver  in 
general  quality,  or  in  the  merit  of  individual 
winners,  though  perhaps  those  who  analyzed 
the  class  discovered  a  satisfactory  advance. 
There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  danger  of 
a  radical  departure  fromWyandotte  shape  has 


passed  away.  Wyandotte  breeders  of  all 
varieties  are  rapidly  working  back  toward  the 
old  type.  The  present  danger  as  most  see  it  is 
not  to  the  Wyandotte,  but  to  the  Plymouth 
Rock.  The  Bufi"  Wyandotte  class  went  a  little 
ahead  of  the  record  breaking  class  of  this 
variety  at  Chicago  last  year  numerically,  and 
iu  quality  fully  held  its  own  with  the  Buff' 
Rocks,  these  two  being  the  butt"  varieties  now 
making  marked  progress.  The  breeders  are 
rapidly  giving  them  an  appearance  of  "  finish" 
which  has  heretofore  been  too  generally  lack- 
ing. Partridge  Wyandottes  were  a  large  class, 
but  not  remarkable  as  compared  with  the 
classes  shown  last  year.  I  have  not  been  able, 
however,  to  quite  make  up  my  mind  to  what 
extent  surprise  at  finding  them  so  good  in 
quality  last  year  has  discounted  indications  of 
(irogress  since. 

S.  C.  Brown  Leghorns  almost  douljled  last 
year's  entries,  and  these  and  the  Whites  were 
al>out  as  usual  for  quality.  Buffs  came  out  in 
better  numlicrs  than  last  year,  but  Buff"  Leg- 
horns at  this  show  have  not  made  as  good  a 
showing  for  some  years  as  they  ought  to.  Xor 
for  that  matter  does  the  variety  seem  to  be 
lioliliug  its  own,  comparatively,  throughout 
llie  country.  The  Buff  Leghorn  club  could 
help  the  breeders  materially  by  doing  what  it 
could  to  bring  out  larger  entries,  and  create 
stronger  competition  at  the  large  shows.  S. 
C.  Black  Minorcas  were  not  as  numerous  as 
last  year,  nor  did  I  think  the  class  quite  as 
irood.  The  rose  comb  variety  made  a  good 
showing  here  for  the  first  time.  Andalusians, 
Polish  anil  Ilamburgs  struck  me  as  on  the 
whole  a  little  better  than  last  year,  Init  Black 
Spanish  as  not  as  good  as  I  have  seen  them 
here  in  years  past.  Houdans  were  a  good 
class,  better  than  a  year  ago,  but  not  as 
numerous  as  two  years  ago. 

Considering  how  small  their  numbers  have 
been  generally  in  American  shows  the  display 
of  Dorkings  was  iiuite  extraordinary  in  point 
of  numbers,  and  in  quality  the  Silver  Grays, 
which  outnumbered  both  other  varieties,  were 
very  attractive.  Exhibition  Games  were  out 
in  force,  ten  times  as  many  as  last  year. 
Cornish  Indians  increased  their  numbers,  but 
many  of  the  best  birds  in  the  class  appeared 
to  be  overshown.  Pit  Games  were  a  strong 
class,  very  much  larger  than  a  year  ago. 
Orpingtons  more  than  doulded  their  uumbers, 
and  as  a  class  were  of  nice  quality.  Rhode 
Island  Reds  came  out  too  strong  in  numbers 
to  admit  the  contention  sometimes  made  that 
they  are  losing  their  hold  on  the  breeders. 

The  exhibit  of  Bantams  was  very  strong  in 
every  way,  and  staged  iu  the  gallery  it  made 
quite  a  complete  show  by  itself,  though  a  part 
of  the  space  here  was  allotted  to  Belgian 
hares  and  other  pet  stock.  The  interest  in  the 
Belgians,  by  the  way,  was  but  a  very  faint 
reflection  of  that  of  a  year  ago.

House  Rock  Farm 
had  a  choice  lot  of  Rhode  Island  Reds  on  exhi- 
bition :  Mattison  &  Dutcher  a  handsome  lot  of 
Buff  Wyandottes.  T.  Farrer  Rackham  and 
W.  A.  Smith  thowed  pairs  of  Pea  fowl,  and 
Mr.  Rackham  showed  Frizzles  and  a  pair  of 
Sebastopol  geese,  and  Mr.  Smith  some  Abys- 
sinian cavies  and  Angora  rabbits,  both  of 
which  exhibits  attracted  much  attention. 
Among  the  most  attractive  exhibits  were  the 
pair  of  Angora  goals  exhibited  by  Elm  Poul- 
try Yards,  and  of  Ani;ora  kids  by  S.  H.  Col- 
ton,  and  the  little  White  Berkshire  and  York- 
shire pigs  showed  by  Mr.  Heustis.  It  seems 
to  me  though  that  the  pigs  would  be  far  more 
satisfactory,  and  the  goals  also,  if  shown  in 
something  more  appropriate  than  a  cage.  The 
pig  pen  used  for  pigs  at  Philadelphia  two 
years  ago  was  quite  the  thing. 

.Something  new  at  poultry  shows  and  of 
great  interest,  as  was  apparent  to  many 
visitors,  was  the  exhibit  oT  pathological  speci- 
mens from  the  veterinary  department  of  the 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.

bones  from  wry  necked  ciiickeu.  abdominal 
tumor  from  fowl,  web  footed  Black  Langshan, 
heart  of  chicken  without  tricu.-pid  valves,  leg 
scabies,  micro  photograph  of  parasites  pro- 
ducing scaly  legs,  etc. 

The  dressed  poultry  and  egg  displ.ay  was 
good  as  you  saw  it,  good  to  look  at,  and  there- 
fore good  from  the  visitors"  point  of  view, 
though  in  poultry  there  was  not  the  comi)eti- 
tion  necessary  to  make  the  department  what 
it  should  be.  The  time  at  which  the  show  is 
hel  J  operates  unfavorably  against  bringing  out 
large  exhibits  of  dressed  poultry,  and  no 
doubt  mid-winter  and  late  winter  shows  which 
try  to  bring  out  displays  of  dressed  pouitry 
will  always  have  this  to  contend  with.  ^Coveui- 
ber  is  the  month  for  dressed  poultry  showing.

A  Great  Show  and  a  Good  One — A  Big  Financial  5uc= 
cess — Some  Surprises. 


lOlXG  INTO  Madison 
Square  Garden  early 
on  the  morning  of  the 
last  day  but  one  of  the 
show,  coming  direct 
from  the  Boston  show, 
and  recently  from  the 
show  at  Philadelphia,  the  first  thought  that 
came  to  me  with  the  first  general  view  of  the 
show  came  in  words  I  heard  when  last  there, 
'•There  is  only  one  Madison  Square  Garden, 
and  it  is  the  greatest  poultry  show  hall  in 
'  America."  There  are  not  here  such  oppor- 
tunities to  provide  for  overflowing  entries  as 
are  found  in  the  Mechanics  Building  and  Con- 
vention Hall,  but  for  a  show  which  in  num- 
bers is  adapted  to  the  space  at  command,  the 
hall  here  allows  a  display  more  satisfactory  to 
the  vi>itor  than  elsewhere.  This  year  it  was 
all  the  poultry  except  bantams,  turkeys,  and  a 
part  of  the  exhibition  pens  on  the  main  floor 
and  well  out  in  the  light;  turkeys  and  a  part 
of  the  exhibition  pens  under  the  gallery  in  the 
rear;  bantams  and  pigeons  in  the  galleries, 
and  incubators  and  supplies  around  the  sides 
of  the  main  floor.  It  was  a  little  crowded  this 
way,  especially  in  the  aisles  between  the  out- 
side coops  and  the  incubator  and  supply 
exhibits,  and  some  of  the  supply  people  pro- 
posed to  secretary  Crawford  that  next  year 
they  all  go  to  the  basement  where  they  could 
have  room  to  do  business  with  those  who 
really  wanted  to  talk  business.  '"For,"'  said 
he,  "  the  people  who  want  incubators  will 
come,  and  tho>e  who  don't  want  them  we 
don't  want  to  come  and  take  up  time  we  need 
for  talking  to  those  that  do." 

It  was  a  compact  show,  '-all  under  one 
roof,"'  and  it  was  made  especially  attractive  by 
the  profuse  decorations  of  flags  and  huntings 
put  up  for  the  Ijalls  to  occur  the  following 
week.  Possibly  special  displays  were  less 
numerous  than  they  have  sometimes  been,  but 
there  was  no  room  for  moie  of  them,  and 
what  were  there  were  very  attractive.  The 
Herald  and  the  Journal  made  displays  of 
Homing  pigeons.  Valley  Farm  had  a  unique 
display,  a  sort  of  happy  family,  comprising  a 
Russian  woif-houud,  a  pair  of  Barred  Ply. 
mouth  Rocks,  a  White  Rock  hen,  and  a  Hou- 
dan  hen  all  in  one  large  cage.  H.  J.  Rosen- 
berg displayed  several  varieties  of  pheasants 
In  two  adjoining  cages.  C.  F.  Xewman  had  a 
display  of  geese  which  some  typographical 
blunder  made  the  catalogue  describe  as  "Two 
Loose  Geese,"  and  which  according  to  a  story 
circulating  about  the  hall  were  described  by 
one  gentleman  unfamiliar  with  the  proclivities 
of  geese  who  inadvertently  stood  close  to  the 
cage  for  awhile  as  '■•too  loose,  entirely  too 
loose.^'  Riverside  Farm  displayed  one  cage 
each  of  White  Wyandottes,  Brown  Leghorns, 
and  Houdans.  H.  M.  Carpenter  showed  one 
lot  of  Cornish  Indian  Games  and  one  of 
Colored  Muscovy  ducks.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Kelly 
had  on  exhibition  two  large  cages  of  Lang- 
shans,one  containing  Blacks,  theother  VThites. 
Valley  Farm  showed  a  yard  of  Faverolles 
which  attracted  quite  as  much  attention  as  the 
other  exhibit  referred  to,  and  as  is  usual  in 
the  case  of  «ew  and  novel  varieties  provoked 
a  great  deal  of  good  uaturedly  sarcastic  com- 
ment. One  irreverent  person  after  an  exam- 
ination of  both  displays  suggested  that  the 
Faverolles  appeared  to  be  a  Wolf-hound - 
Houdan  cross.  M.  S.  Gardner  showed 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in  special  matings. 
J.  T.  Cothran  had  on  exhibition  a  yard  of 
Silver  Wyandottes  that  delighted  the  eyes  of 
all  breeders  of  fowls  with  laced  feathers. 
Mountainside  Lofts  showed  two  large  cages  of 
Fan  Tail  pigeons.  Geo.  G.  Hallock  made  a 
display  of  Homers. 

The  regular  classes  were  full  of  merit,  and 
contained  not  a  few  surprises.  The  talile 
given  herewith  shows  numbers  of  entries  in 
each  class  this  year  and  last.

The  total  number  of  entries  of  poultry  was 
but  23  less  than  last  year,  and  as  few  of  the 
popular  classes  lost  in  numbers  as  compared 
with  last  year,  and  many  of  them  made  large 
gains,  the  management  of  the  Xew  York  show 
are  to  be  congratulated  and  complimented  on 
such  a  showing  with  another  large  show  held 
the  same  week,  and  New  York  offering  no 
unusual  inducements  to  exhibitors.  As  F.-P. 
said  in  last  issue,  there  are  fanciers  enough 
and  birds  enough  to  make  even  more  large 
shows.  The  fact  is  that  all  the  big  shows  can 
draw  all  the  exhibits  they  can  handle.  Xo  one 
need  h.-ive  any  uneasiness  about  conflicts  of 
dates  on  that  score. 

As  to  the  classes  in  particular,  Light  Brah- 
mas were  a  grand  class  with  birds  from  a 
string  that  had  been  split  and  divided  between 
the  two  shows,  winning  most  of  the  firsts  and 
a  fair  proportion  of  other  prizes.  In  Dark 
Brahmas  another  split  string  took  most  of  the 
prizes.  Buff  Cochins  were  a  good  class,  with 
competition  keen  and  awards  well  divided— a 
good  thing  for  the  variety.  In  Partridge 
Cochins  Mr,  Mitchell  had  things  all  his  own 
way,  with  a  string  of  birds  easily  surpassing 
any  I  have  seen — so  fine  in  fact  that  their 
beauty  stands  right  out — is  not  a  thing  which 
it  requires  special  training  to  appreciate,  yet 
the  birds  satisfy  the  critical  specialists.  Black 
Cochins  were  a  small  class  and  not  out  of  the 
ordinary.  White  Cochins  a  strong  class  and 
the  birds  in  nice  condition,  very  attractive. 
Langshans  not  a  particularly  noteworthy  class 
in  either  variety.  Perhaps  an  active  Langshan 
club  would  stir  up  more  interest  in  the  breed. 
It  is  certainly  worth  it,  and  there  are  enough 
birds  of  good  quality  in  the  country  to  make 
classes  second  to  none  among  Asiatics, 

Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  were  one  of  the 
sensations  of  the  show.    Bradley  Bros.,  after 
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six  \  ears  absence  came  down  with  a  big  strin* 
of  birds  and  took  pretty  near  the  lion's  share 
of  awards.  Their  four  pullets  winning  1,  2, 
3,  4,  were  pronounced  the  best  four  pullets 
ever  shown.  Grove  Hill  Poultry  Yards  had 
split  its  string  of  Rocks,  and  succeeded  in  get- 
ting 1st  cockerel  at  both  shows.  White  and 
Buff  Rocks  were  good  classes,  but  not  as 
strong  numerically  as  last  year,  and  not  gen- 
erally as  far  as  I  could  learn,  considered  as 
strong  this  year  as  the  same  classes  at  Boston. 
White  Wyandottes  also  were  less  in  numbers 
than  last  year,  but  it  would  take  a  hair 
splitting  judgment  to  estimate  this  class  as 
either  inferior  or  superior  to  any  that  has  been 
seen  within  a  year  or  two.  Our  large  White 
Wyandotte  classes  seem  to  be  in  a  condition 
of  stable  equilibrium  on  a  very  high  plane.  In 
Silver  Wyandottes  the  phenomenal  birds  were 
not  in  competition.  The  Golden,  mostly  Mr. 
Kellar's,  were  good,  as  were  the  Buffs.  The 
Silver  Penciled  variety  was  barely  repre- 
sented ;  the  Partridges  less  numerous  than  last 
year,  but  pronounced  the  best  class  yet  seen. 

Orpingtons  came  out  in  numbers  gratifying 
to  those  who  are  pushing  them,  but  I  imagined 
they  did  not  attract  as  much  attention  from 
visitors  as  two  years  ago.  Brown  Leghorns 
were  out  in  force  in  both  varieties,  and  so 
were  the  Whites,  but  the  Buffs  were  only  half 
as  strong  numerically  as  a  year  ago.  Grove 
Hill  Poultry  Yards  had  divided  its  string  in 
Browns  also,  but  with  this  exception  there 
were  no  Leghorn  exhibitors  showing  at  both 
shows.  It  was  a  pretty  good  Leghorn  show, 
and  to  me  the  feature  of  the  Leghorn  classes 
seem'ed  to  be  the  quality  of  the  Buffs  exhib- 
ited by  Mr.  Lamon.  They  are  not  even^et 
all  that  is  wanted  in  Leghorn  type,  but  soni« 
closely  approach  it,  and  in  color  this  line  of 
Buff  Leghorns  comes  pretty  near  being  in  a 
class  by  itself,  unless  some  of  the  Michigan 
breeders  have  made  equal  progress  within  the 
year.  Black  Minorcas  were  a  small  class  for 
New  York,  and  not  as  good  as  sometimes  seen 
there.  White  Minorcas  strong  for  that  vari- 
ety Polish  and  Hamburgs  only  fairly  repre- 
sented numerically,  but  well  up  in  quality. 

Rhode  Island  Reds  came  out  a  little  stronger 
than  last  year;  Dorkings  about  the  same;  Pit 
Games  very  strong,  and  a  nice  class.  Cornish 
Indian  Games  were  to  me  the  most  attractive 
class  of  that  variety  I  have  seen,  and  the  White 
class  was  the  first  of  that  variety  I  have  seen 
that  showed  vigorous  robust  looking  birds 
approaching  the  true  Indian  type.  Inquiring 
among  the  knowing  ones  I  found  there  the 
impression  that  the  quality  in  these  classes 
stood  out  so  plainly  that  no  one  could  help 
seeing  it.  Exhibition  Games  and  Game 
Bantams  were  more  than  commonly  good 
classes;  Cochin  Bantams  a  fair  average  class, 
with  some  very  nice  specimens  leading.  The 
reduction  in  Sebright  Bantams  was  well  made 
up  by  increases  in  other  varieties,  notably  in 
the  Rose  Combs,  of  which  there  were  very 
nice  classes  in  both  Black  and  White.  Light 
Brahma  Bantams  seemed  to  have  advanced 
but  little. 

The  duck  classes  were  good,  and  turkey 
classes  as  usual,  but  geese  were  not  well 
represented. 

Displays  of  incubators  and  brooders  were 
m.ade  by  the  Prairie  State,  the  Cyphers,  the 
Pinelaud,  the  Star,  the  Des  Moines,  and  the 
Cornell  Incubator  and  Brooder  Co.'s,  and  dis- 
plays of  brooders  by  the  A.  .S.  Whitney  and 
the  Mapes  Brooder  Co.'s.  Poultry  supplies 
were  shown  bythe  Excelsior  Wire  and  Poultry 
Supply  Co.,  A.  S.  Whitney,  J.  H.  Slack,  Wm. 
R.  Rust  &  Son.  and  the  Empire  Cooping  Co. 
Awards.

NEWS  ANDNOTESOFTHE  SHOWS. 


Facts  from  and  Thoughts  Suggested  at  the  New  York 
and  Boston  Shows* 


IHAT  THE  D.-VTES  of 
these  two  great  shows 
niay  never  again  conflict 
is  the  sincere  desire  of 
everyone  interested  in 
either,  but  above  all  of 
those  interested  in  both. 
I  never  saw  a  more  tired  looking  lot  of  fan- 
ciers than  those  at  ^lailison  Square,  on  Satur- 
day, who  bad  taken  in  both  shows,  and  I 
presume  there  w;is  another  equally  tired  lot 
at  Mechanics  Building,  of  those  who  had  done 
the  Boston  show  hist. 

The  conflict  is  happily  avoided  for  next  year, 
at  least,  and  shouM  be  for  ;ill  future  years. 
As  has  been  s;iid  in  F.-P..  it  is  possible  to  holil 
these  two.  and  more,  big  shows  simultaneously 
and  successfully,  but  from  many  considera- 
tions it  is  not  desirable  that  conflicts  of  dates 
should  occur  if  it  is  in  any  way  possible  to 
avoid  them. 

*  *   *  * 

The  people  most  affected  by  a  conflict  are 
those  whose  interest  in  the  shows  is  a  business 
one,  the  e.xbiliitors.  the  judges,  and  the  poul- 
try p:ipei-s.  To  the  crowd  of  sightseers  in  one 
city  of  a  million  people  it  makes  no  dift'erence 
what  are  rbe  attractions  in  other  cities.  Gtood 
weather,  a  convenient  location,  and  good  local 
press  notices  are  the  strong  factors  in  bringing 
out  an  attendance,  and  without  them  the  best 
show  that  could  possibly  be  brought  together 
would  not  be  well  patronized  by  sightseers, 
and  would  not  be  ;i  success  financially. 

*  *    «  * 

It  ought,  perh:ips,  to  have  been  said  that 
conflicting  dates  made  a  difference  to  manv  of 
the  birds ;  but  to  them  it  is  only  an  intensifica- 
tion of  the  trouble  to  which  they  are  subjected 
w-hen  shows  at  which  their  owners  desire  to 
exhibit  them  come  too  close  together.  To' 
most  birds,  showing  seems  to  be  a  hardship. 
Some  seem  to  thrive  ou  it,   A  good  manv  it 


kille  or  renders  worthless  for  any  other  pur- 
pose. These  ;ire  evils  which  all  fanciers  recog-^ 
inze  and  many  deplore,  but,  none  find  a  way 
of  entirely  avoiding.  The  best  that  can  be 
done  is  to  exhibit  at  only  one  or  two  shows  a 
year,  or,  perhaps  only  one  show  in  two  years, 

*  *  * 

Occasionally  you  find  an  e.xhibitor  who  tells 
you  bis  best  birus  never  come  to  the  shows, 
but  in  such  an  exhibitor  you  rarely  find  one 
who  holds  his  own  in  hot  competition  in  a 
poi'Ular  class.  The  man  who  could  do  this 
without  his  best  would  be  so  far  ahead  of  the 
procession  that  be  could  have  things  alibis 
own  svay  with  bis  l)est  birds  on  exhibition. 
Does  any  sane  person  believe  that  ;inyone  who 
has  birds  that  could  win  is  deliberately  leaving 
them  at  home  and  taking  a  subordinate  place 
among  his  competitors  with  bis  second  or 
third  r;ite  birds?  Oh  no  I  the  ••  better  birds  at 
home  "  man  simply  makes  himself  l  idiculous. 
Even  if  one  thinks  he  has  better  birds  at  home 
than  the  svinners  it  is  as  we'll  not  to  say  much 
about  them —  especially  when  you  don't  know 
who  you  may  be  talkini;  to,  or  w  ho  may  over- 
hear what  you  say.  Sometimes  people  give 
ihemselves  some  very  bad  advertising  in  that 
w  ay .

.Another  class  of  peo[)le  who  sometimes 
make  themselves  conspicuous  comprises  those 
who  know  all  about  where  each  winner  of  a 
good  line  of  prizes  l)ou>:ht  his  birds.  These 
people  are  mostly  common  liais  who  build  up 
tiieir  stories  simply  to  show  how  intimately 
they  know  the  ins  and  outs  of -affairs.  You 
can  always  run  ;icross  several  of  them  in  any 
birge  show-.  Occasionally  oue  gets  into  troublf . 
and  I  have  known  two  or  three  cases  iii 
recent  years,  of  men  to  whom  the  troulile  in 
which  they  became  thus  involved,  pioved  a

very  salutarr  lesson.  Should  this  coue  to  the 
eyes  of  any  of  those  in  the  habit  of  making  or 
circulating  stories  as  to  where  So-and-So  get? 
his  winners,  etc.,  I  would  suggest  to  such  the 
propriety  of  not  talking  where  they  can  be 
overheard.  A  crowd  may  be  a  lonesome  place, 
but  there  are  many  ears  in  it,  and  how  are 
you  to  know  who  hears  you?  Though  to  be 
sure  it  may  not  make  much  difference  if  you 
are  indifferent  to  the  fact  that  as  the  resuit  of 
some  of  yonr  reckless  sUitements  overheard, 
several  people  have  marked  you  as  a  person 
whose  statements  are  not  to  be  credited. 

*  *  *  « 

The  adverse  comment  ou  the  judging  which 
follows  so  many  shows  is  not  all  common  fault 
finding.  For  much  of  it  there  is  some  cause. 
Snow  managers  are  mortal,  aud  they  make 
mistakes.  Being  mortal  they  also  make  some 
mistakes  which  ought  to  be  avoided.  Judges, 
too,  are  mortal  and  make  mistakes.  It  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  the  rational  way  to  act 
when  judging  is  manifestly  wrong,  would  be 
for  the  exhibitors  who  feel  wronged  to  keep 
their  temper,  and  for  the  manners  to  con- 
sider reasonable  protests  from  the  point  of 
view  that  they  may  possibly  have  made  a 
mistake  in  the  assignment  of  a  class,  and  that 
the  judge  may  have  made  mistakes  which  he 
should  have  an  opportunity  to  rectify.  I  can 
look  at  this  subject  in  one  way  aud  say  that 
the  surprising  thing  is  that,  considering  the 
difficulties  of  the  situation,  the  small  propor- 
tion of  trouble  over  rewards  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation.  But  that  is  only  one  way  of 
looking  at  it.  Some  of  the  difficulties  referred 
to  are  unnecessary  accessories  of  shoxys  as  at 
present  conducted.  There  is  little  consolation 
to  the  breeder  whose  birds  should  have  won  in 
the  view  which  makes  some  errors  and  some 
victims  part  of  the  game  ev  ry  time. 

#  »  « 

There  are  different  ways  of  showing  pheas- 
ants. I  have  seen  some  that  were  always 
bruising  themselves  against  the  wire  top  or 
sides  of  the  cage  and  continually  nagging  one 
another.  Indeed  that  has  been  the  general 
condition,  and  some  birds  seen  this  year  needed 
the  interest  of  the  society  with  the  long  name. 
At  the  yew  York  show,  Mr.  H.  J.  Eosenberg 
had  two  cages  of  pheasants  side  by  side,  and 
the  birds  seemed  happy  and  contented.  He 
had  made  special  provision  for  their  comfort. 
Heavy  black  paper  covered  the  tops  of  the 
cages;  bits  of  evergreen  were  stuck  into  the 
wire  sides,  making  partial  screens,  perches 
were  furnished.  The  birds  were  not  uneasy 
and  restless,  and  there  was  some  satisfaction 
in  looking  at  them. 


Some  of  these  days  some  progressive  show 
manager  is  going  to  get  up  a  poultry  show 
that  may  not  be  very  large,  but  will  be  within 
the  comprehension  of  ordinary  visitors,  and 
will  show  the  exhibits  under  more  favorable 
conditions — for  them.  Is  there  any  good  rea- 
son why  a  show  that  is  a  permanent  feature 
should  not  have  its  own  coops  and  have  coops 
more  commodious  and  with  a  few  more  con- 
veniences than  those  now  in  use?  A  bit  of  a 
perch  in  the  coop  would  be  appreciated  by 
many  of  the  birds,  and  that  is  but  one  of  the 
things  that  might  be  done  for  their  comfort. 
Some  exhibitors  who  go  with  their  birds  do 
ail  that  can  be  done  to  make  their  lives  bear- 
able, but,  the  lot  of  the  bird  left  entirely  to  the 
attendants  is  not  an  enviable  one.  Such  birds 
get  none  of  the  little  attentions  and  the  lid-bits 
of  food  that  help  relieve  the  monotony  of  coop 
life  and  regulation  diet. 


Wholesale  and  Retail  Prices  of

and  themselves,  will  find  this  a  fair  general 
rule.

KEEPING  THE  POULTRY  HOUSE 

DRY, 

CM.  Wyckoff  Tells  How  It  Has  Been  Accomplished 
at  Qrandview  Farm. 


AVIXtr  NOTICED  in 
Farm  -  Poultry  of 
January  1st  and  loth 
complaints  from  dif- 
ferent pouitrymen  of 
dampuess  and  frost 
-'n  their  seemingly 
well  built  poultry  houses,  and  having  had 
similar  trouble  in  the  past,  and,  in  fact,  having 
given  the  matter  much  thought  and  experi- 
ment during  my  nearly  thirty  years  of  pouitry 
breeding,  I  will  briefly  describe  what  I.  have 
found  to  be  the  best  construction  of  poultry 
house  for  the  prevention  of  the  trouble. 

In  my  old  houses  at  Groton  we  were  never 
free  from  dampness  in  winter,  except  during 
an  occasional  mild  spell  of  weather  of  suffi- 
cient duration  to  enable  us  to  keep  the  win- 
dows more  or  less  open  both  day  and  night  for 
several  days  in  succession,  and  when  com- 
pelled to  close  them  on  account  of  severe  cold 
the  dampness  would  immediately  begin  to 
appear,  and  if  very  cold  would  collect  upon 
the  walls  and  under  side  of  roof  in  the  form  of 
a  thick  coat  of  frost,  which  would  melt  aud 
run  down  when  the  weather  grew  warmer; 
and  it  was  always  noticeable  that  this  coating 
of  frost  showed  first  and  became  much  heavier 
upon  the  under  side  of  the  roof  than  it  did 
upon  the  side  and  end  walls  of  the  buildings. 
These  houses  were  built  very  close  to  the 
ground  to  insure  warmth,  were  thoroughly 
drained  underneath,  and  filled  in  to  the  floors 
with  small  stone  aud  coarse  gravel:  floors  of 
1  in.  boards;  side  and  end  walls  of  two  thick- 
nesses of  1  in.  boards,  with  building  paper 
between;  roofs  covered  with  1  in.  boards,  and 
shingled. 

The  best  we  were  ever  able  to  do  in  the  way 
of  reducing  the  dampness  In  these  buildings 
was  to  keep  a  thick  coating  of  straw  upon  the 
floors,  and  change  it  as  often  as  it  became 
damp,  which  in  many  instances  was  as  often 
as  every  three  or  four  days,  when  it  would  be 
found  to  have  become  very  damp,  and  by 
using  large  quantities  of  straw  and  chaff  and 
changing  often  we  were  able  to  greatly  reduce 
the  amount  of  moisture  that  would  otherwise 
settle  upon  the  sides  and  roofs.  This  method 
of  Using  so  much  litter  was,  however,  found 
to  be  too  expensive  in  both  time  and  labor  as 
well  as  material,  and  many  experiments  were 
made  to  get  the  same  benefit  at  less  cost,  the 
resuit  of  which  will  be  found  briefly  described 
in  the  construction  of  the  laying  and  breeding 
houses  here  atWyckoffs  Grandview  Poultry 
Farm,  and  in  which  I  can  freely  state  the  con- 
ditions for  wintering  laying  and  breeding 
birds  are  decidedly  the  best  of  any  with  which 
I  am  acquainted. 

These  houses  are  16  x  if)  ft.  in  size,  7  ft. 
high  from  floor  to  plate,  double  pitch  roof, 
roof  steep,  being  what  is  known  as  half  pitch. 
The  foundation  walls  are  solid  masonry  14  ft. 
thick,  aud  extend  from  24  ft.  below  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground  to  2  ft.  above  ground. 
There  is  one  three-light  double  glazed  window 
in  each  end  wail,  arranged  to  swing  open  and 
admit  air  under  floor  whenever  weather  will 
admit.  The  earth  taken  out  when  digging  the 
trenches  for  walls,  was  thrown  inside  and 
then  banked  up  against  the  inside  of  the  walls. 
The  sills  were  bedded  in  a  heavy  layer  of  best 
mortar  cement,  and  the  same  freely  used  along 
both  sides  of  the  sills  to  insure  a  tight  joint 
between  sills  and  wall,  the  object  being  to 
make  the  2  ft.  space  under  the  floors  as  far  as 
practicable  a  dead  air  space  in  cold  weather. 

The  floors  are  of  14  in.  matched  lumbei-  of 
Xo.  1  grade,  carefully  and  closely  laid.  The 
sides  and  ends  are  constructed  of  2  in.  x  3  in. 
studding  set  14  ft.  apart  and  covered  upon  the 
outside  with  Xeponset  paper  and  pine  cove 
siding,  and  upon  the  inside  with  Xeponset 
paper  and  matched  pine  flooring.  The  paper 
was  put  on  lengthwise,  and  lapped  upon  the 
studs,  and  great  care  exercised  not  to  permit 
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any  hoies  to  be  torn  in  the  paper,  as  the  object 
was  a  dead  air  space,  or  as  near  it  as  possible. 

The  roofs  are  covered  with  1  in.  roof  boards 
6  in.  wide,  and  laid  14  inches  apart,  then 
shingled  with  cedar  shingles.  Crosswise  of 
the  buildings  with  their  ends  resting  upon  the 
plates  and  spiked  to  bottom  end  of  the  rafters, 
run  2  in.  X  6  in.  ceiling  joists  at  intervals  of  2 
ft.  apart,  on  top  of  which  are  laid  1  in.  boards 
6  in.  wide  with  space  of  14  inches  between 
them.  Early  in  the  fall  this  space  under  the 
roof  is  filled  with  dry  straw  and  chaff  just  as 
it  comes  from  the  threshing  machine,  a  door 
being  built  into  each  gable  expressly  for  this 
purpose.  This  space  will  store  without  crowd- 
ing about  one  aud  one-half  tons  of  dry  straw, 
which  absorbs  a  great  amount  of  moisture 
during  the  winter,  but  quickly  dries  out  during 
the  early  spring  when  windows  are  open  most 
of  the  time,  and  is  then  available  for  use  as 
litter  upon  the  floor  during  the  summer,  and  a 
fresh  supply  put  in  above  in  the  fall. 

The  working  of  these  houses  has  been 
thoroughly  tested  under  all  sorts  of  weather 
conditions  from  excessive  rains  and  winter 
thaws  to  as  severe  and  protracted  cold  and 
stormy  periods  as  are  common  to  this  latitude, 
with  the  thermometer  nearly  down  to  the 
zero  mark  on  several  occasions,  and  yet  there 
has  not  been  a  day  when  even  a  trace  of  frost 
has  shown  upon  the  inside  of  any  of  them, 
I  except  a  light  coating  upon  the  windows), 
and  no  time  that  one  could  not  pass  their  hand 
over  any  part  of  the  inside  walls  and  pro- 
uounce  them  dry — not  even  slightly  damp. 
The  floors  remain  equally  dry,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  experiment  those  of  several  houses 
have  been  left  without  cle,aning  or  the  litter 
(wheat  straw  and  chaff)  changed  for  a  space 
of  two  months,  and  while  the  straw  has 
become  badly  broken  up  by  the  hens  scratch- 
ing it  over  so  much,  and  soiled  from  their 
droppings,  it  is  by  no  means  damp,  but 
actually  dusty. 

While  there  has  been  no  means  taken  to 
test  the  matter  other  than  what  one  can  gather 
from  close  observation,  there  seems  to  be  a 
slow  but  steady  circulation  of  air  from  the 
floor  up  through  the  straw  to  the  roof  above, 
and  what  would  seem  to  me  as  proof  of  this  is 
the  fact  that  the  straw  above  is  becoming 
more  damp,  while  that  upon  the  floors  remains 
dry.  And  while  there  are  several  things  in 
connection  with  the  conditions  found  in  these 
houses  that  I  would  like  to  be  better  able  to 
explain,  yet  the  fact  remains  that  these  con- 
ditions are  about  as  near  perfect  for  the  win- 
tering of  laying  and  breeding  birds  as  I  ever 
expect  to  see  it,  and  which  is  abundantly 
proved  by  the  fine  healthy  actions  and  appear- 
ance of  the  birds  in  these  houses  as  well  as  the 
business  they  are  doing  in  the  production  of 
eggs,  with  as  high  an  average  of  fertility  as 
can  well  be  expected  from  the  best  conditions 
during  April  and  May.

Since  our  last  review  of  the  situation  there 
has  been  a  heavy  decline  in  the  market  fur 
fresh  stock.  For  some  weeks  past  the  weather 
in  southern  and  southwestern  sections  has  been 
fairly  favorable  to  production,  and  the  trade 
has  been  looking  almost  daily  for  signs  of 
increasing  collections.  But  the  severe  cold 
weather  experienced  in  December  seemed  to 
set  the  hens  back,  and  day  after  day  passed 
without  bringing  us  any  evidence  of  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  supplies.  Refrigerator 
eggs  were  steadily  wearing  away,  and  while 
egg  men  knew  that  any  general  increase  in 
fresh  production  would  be  likely  to  cause  a 
break  in  prices,  they  were  alive  to  the  possi- 
liilities  of  still  more  stringent  scarcity  in  ca>e 
the  desirable  lots  of  held  eggs  should  be 
exhausted  before  fresh  production  should 
increase  materially.  But  at  the  extreme  prices 
lately  prevailing,  there  was  no  speculative 
support.  The  consumptive  demand  had  been 
reduced  to  small  ligures  by  the  high  price> 
ruling  and  the  deteriorating  quality  of  the 
refrigerator  eggs  in  general  use,  and  while  it 
was  appreciated  that  a  recurrence  of  severe 
winter  weather  would  make  a  serious  pinch 
and,  possibly,  result  in  still  more  extreme 
prices,  it  was  considered  more  probable  that 
-some  southern  and  southwejtern  sections  would 
soon  begin  to  produce  more  than  enough  fresh 
eggs  to  permit  a  maintenance  of  the  rate.- 
then  ruling.  It  was.  therefore,  quite  natural, 
as  anticipated  in  our  previous  reports,  that 
any  sign  of  a  material  enlargement  of  collec- 
tions should  result  in  a  serious'break  in  prices, 
ll  is  well  known  that  when  winter  production 
once  starts  in  the  far  southwest,  the  eggs  are 
likely  to  come  with  a  rush,  and  in  order  to 
avoid  losses,  collectors  are  generally  wise 
enough  to  put  their  prices  down  materially  in 
anticipation  of  a  decline  in  seaboard  markets. 
I'nder  these  conditions  receivers  here  are  also 
disposed  to  break  the  market  in  anticipation. 


BO  as  to  avoid  losses,  and  prepare  the  inarket 
for  the  handling  of  larger  supplies. 

Up  to  the  close  of  last  week  the  arrivals  of 
fresh  eggs  at  this  point  continued  very  light, 
and  our  total  receipts  were  smaller  than  before 
owing  to  reduced  shipments  of  refrigerator 
eggs  from  interior  storage  centers.  Stock  was 
clearing  up  pretty  closely  from  day  to  day,  and 
up  to  Thursday  previous  prices  were  sus- 
tained. But  on  that  day  wires  from  the  south- 
west began  to  tell  of  increased  collections,  and 
>ome  of  them  offered  increased  quantities  for 
immediate  shipment  at  much  lower  prices 
than  were  then  current.  The  effect  of  these 
advices  was  plainly  evident  on  Friday.  Buy- 
ers were  disposed  to  hold  oft"  as  much  as 
l)ossible,  and  receivers  were  anxious  to  sell 
every  case  of  eggs  as  soon  as  possible.  Every- 
thing pointed  to  a  decline,  and  on  'Change  the 
market  fell  full  5c.  per  dozen  before  enough 
demand  could  be  encouraged  to  move  the 
offerings.  Even  at  thai  reduction  no  specula- 
live  feeling  was  developed,  and  as  the  imme- 
iliale  requirements  of  the  trade  were  barely 
sufficient  to  use  the  offerings  the  market  found 
no  substantial  bottom.  On  Saturday  south- 
western advices  were  still  weaker.  Stock  was 
offered  from  Kansas,  that  day's  shipment 
down  to  23e.  delivered  in  Jfew  York,  and  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  indicate  a  material 
enlargement  of  the  supply  in  the  near  future. 
There  were  few  buyers  for  actual  consump- 
tion, and  after  an  irreguliir  opening  some 
holders  cut  loose  and  sold  tine  western  at  25c. 
at  mark.  This  lead  was  followed  by  others, 
and  regular  dealers  generally  obtained  what 
stock  they  wanted  at  that  price.  But  the  rad- 
ical decline  was  considered  excessive  by  some, 
and  a  little  speculative  demand  set  in —  more 
than  coultl  be  supplied.  This  gave  at  least  a 
momentary  firmness  to  the  position,  which  was 
increased  on  Monday  by  the  withdrawal  of 
>ome  stock  under  orders  from  shippers  in  sec- 
lions  where  collections  where  showing  little 
increase.  The  momentary  offerings  were 
rather  light,  and  with  a  fair  inquiry  the  mar- 
ket reacted  slightly,  dealers  paying  an  advance 
of  one  cent  over  Saturday's  prices  without 
serious  protest.  This  was  followed  by  a  fur- 
ther advance  of  Ic.  on  Tuesday  under  very 
light  receipts  and  reserved  offerings.  "When 
prices  broke  last  Saturday  shippers  who  had 
been  forwarding  eggs  by  express  generally 
changed  to  freight  shipments,  and  we  are  now 
in  the  gap  between  the  two.  Today,  Tuesday, 
the  supply  available  was  hardly  sufficient  for 
urgent  needs,  and  the  moderate  offerings  were 
promptly  cleared  on  the  basis  of  27c.  at  mark 
for  tine  western,  and  26c.  for  average  best 
southern.  As  refrigerator  eggs  are  now  gel- 
tins  in  small  compass  some  doubts  are 
expressed  that  we  can  get  enough  fresh  stock 


forward  in  the  near  future  to  supply  all  needs 
on  as  low  a  basis  as  was  lately  anticipated. 
Certainly  the  position  at  the  close  is  very 
strong  for  the  moment. 

Refrigerator  eggs  have  been  steadily  work- 
ing down  in  stock,  and  are  now  in  very  light 
supply.  Prices  fell  to  a  range  of  lS021c. 
when  the  market  for  fresh  broke  to  25c.,  but 
have  since  recovered  to  20023c.,  and  close 
firm  with  a  good  demand.  Limed  are  in  very 
small  supply,  and  fancy  marks  command  204c. 

DRESSED  POULTRY. 

Supplies  ef  dressed  poultry  have  not  been 
especially  large  for  the  season  of  year,  and 
there  has  still  been  only  a  moderate  proportion 
of  strictly  fancy  quality.  The  general  move- 
ment has  been  moderate,  and  of  a  selective 
character,  but  demand  sufficient  to  absorb  the 
arrivals. 

Turkeys  have  been  in  moderate  supply,  and 
while  the  general  demand  for  immediate  con- 
sumptive use  has  been  limited,  there  has  been 
considerable  speculative  inquiry,  and  with  the 
fact  pretty  evident  that  stocks  are  short  all 
over  the  country  the  market  has  worked  into 
strong  position,  and  most  holders  indifl"erent 
about  urging  sales  of  desirable  grades  even  at 
present  top  prices.  AVe  quote  fancy  young 
hens  14c.,  mixed  young  and  oid  hens  13013.ic., 
and  straight  young  toms  at  13c.,  but  most 
ilesirable  lots  are  held  a  shade  higher.  Old 
hens  are  held  tirmly  with  sales  generally  al 
120124.  O'll  toms  are  also  firm  in  sympathy 
with  the  general  market,  and  while  most  sales 
have  been  at  lO^c,  we  hear  of  occasional  sales 
at  11c. 

Fancy  Philadelphia  and  other  nearby  broil- 
ers and  large  roasting  chickens  have  continued 
scarce  and  promptly  salable  at  20022c.  for 
broilers  and  16017c.  for  roasting  chickens,  but 
nearly  all  lots  shipped  as  roasting  chickens  are 
running  coarse  and  staggy  and  of  irregular 
value.  Fancy  soft  meated  western  chickens 
have  also  been  very  scarce  and  salable  up  to 
120124c.,  but  nearly  all  lots  are  running  coarse 
and  staggy,  and  average  grades  difficult  above 
10011c.  Fancy  large  fowls  have  also  been 
scarce  and  firm,  selling  up  to  lie,  in  rare 
instances  even  a  shade  higher  for  stock  aver- 
aging 5  lbs.  and  over  each,  but  the  bulk  of  the 
fowls  coming  here  rarely  exceeded  4  lbs. 
average,  and  for  such  grades  104c.  has  been  all 
that  could  be  reached  with  some  smaller  sizes 
selling  at  10c.    Oid  roosters  firm  at  7c. 

Capons  have  not  been  in  large  supply,  and 
with  a  good  demand  prices  have  ruled  firm  up 
to  lS0'2Oc.  for  fancy  large  Philadelphias,  and 
Ific.  for  fancy  Ohios,  though  other  western 
have  been  difficult  above  loc,  and  medium 
weights  rarely  exceed  13014c.

Another  Insight  Into  the  Jour- 
neyman  Poultryman's  Ex= 
perience. 

Editor  Farm-Poultry:  —  In  your  com- 
ments on  my  article  in  Ibe  last  i^sne  of  tlie 
FaRJI-Polltry,  among  other  tilings  yon 
>tate  tbat  the  detinition  I  gave  of  a  successful 
poultry  plant  whicli  would  raise  So  per  cent 
of  chicks  to  broiler  size  could  hardly  be 
accepted  iis  accurate.  Why  not?  3Iy  experi- 
ence leads  me  to  believe  that  I  can  raise,  I 
will  veuture  to  say,  at  the  best  as  high  as  95 
per  cent  of  all  chicks  hatched,  if  the  facilities 
as  I  have  found  them  necessary,  are  furnished 
me.  I  have  time  and  time  again  raised  as  high 
as  85  to  90  per  cent,  and  done  it,  too,  in  large 
numbers  under  conditions  that  I  consider 
i-mperfect.  When  the  condition  is  perfect  I 
tind  that  It  is  au  easy  matter  to  raise  from  S.5 
to  95  per  cent  of  all  chicks  hatched  to  broiler 
age,  but  it  surprises  me  that  there  are  so  few 
who  know  how  to  do  it.  My  last  experience 
where  I  raised  SO  per  cent  iu  a  single  brood  of 
some  l.SOO  cliii-ks,  is  a  case  in  point.  This 
was  done  under  somewhat  unfavorable  con- 
ditions, as  far  as  the  pipe  system  was  con- 
cerneil,  and  the  chicks  were  hatched  from 
store  eggs. 

You  well  know  the  good  effect  green  bone 
has  on  egg  production?  I  have  so  experi- 
mented with  green  cut  bone  as  to  notice  a 
wonderful  fluctuation  iu  the  size  as  well  as 
the  number  of  eggs  produceil,  and  if  for  no 
other  reason  I  would  hesitate  to  take  a  positinn 
where  it  is  expected  that  I  would  improve 
the  condition  of  a  nnralier  of  hens  it  niy 
employer  refused  to  supply  green  cut  bone 
regularly.  As  1  stated  in  my  former  article, 
my  greatest  trouble  was  in  convincing  my 
employers  of  the  necessity  of  any  improve- 
ments that  his  plant  was  in  need  of.  When  I 
met  Peter  Tumble  Down  and  inquired  why 
he  did  not  supply  other  quarters  than  the 
trees  for  his  hens,  his  reply  was  equal  to  say- 
ing that  his  facilities  were  all  right.  And 
when  I  met  his  brother,  and  asked  him  why 
he  did  not  protect  his  hens  that  were  roosting 
in  an  old  shed,  by  stopping  up  the  cracks  that 
the  snow  drifted  through,  his  reply  was  equal 
to  saying  that  his  facililies  were  all  right.  His 
first  cousin,  when  asked  why  he  did  not  get  a 
green  bone  cutter,  replied  that  his  facililies 
were  sufficient.  His  second  cousin,  when 
asked  why  he  did  not  use  artificial  means  in 
raising  poultry,  replied  that  his  facilities  were 
all  right.  And  when  I  asked  the  next  rejative 
in  line,  why  he  did  not  use  the  latest  and  most 
modern  improvements,  the  reply  was  that  he 
was  satisfied  with  his  methods,  except  that  he 
could  not-  find  a  good  experienced  man  to 
make  a  success  of  his  business  for  him. 

After  stopping  with  each  and  all  of  these 
aforesaid  members  of  the  human  family  l.ing 
enough  to  know  that  neithsr  they  nor  I  can 
better  our  condition  financially  I  then  stop  to 
ask, — Is  there  really  a  plant  in  existence  where 
it  is  possible  to  raise  about  So  i^er  cent  of 
chicks  to  broiler  age,  in  large  numbers  by 
artificial  means?  And  the  reply  from  afar 
was  tl.  t  the  definition  given  could  hardly  be 
accep"?d  as  accurate.  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
1  falter  when  Peter  Tumble  Down  wants  my 
services  again?  J.  P.  Kijimell. 

A  successful  plant  is  a  plant  that  pays.  The 
profit  on  a  plant  is  the  dilference  between 
receipts  for  goods  sold  and  operating  expenses. 
The  per  cent  hatch,  or  of  chicks  raised,  or  of 
eggproduction,  are  all  important  items  in  this 
connection,  but  none  of  them  measures  profit 
or  marks  the  measure  of  financial  success. 
As  an  illustration,  take  the  case  cited  l^y 
Mr.  Greene  in  bis  article  in  this  issue,  where 
he  says  by  his  method  he  (?ould  guarantee 
certain  results,  but  at  such  cost  that  they 
would  be  too  expensive  for  practical  opera- 
tions; or  take  some  of  the  cases  cited  from 
time  to  time  in  these  columns  of  large  but 
unprofitable  egg  yields. 

The  Peler  Tumble  Down  illustrations  used 
by  Mr.  Kimmell  are  too  far  fetched,  and  do 
not  fit  in  well  with  what  Mr.  K.  tells  us  of  i  he 
work  he  has  done,  ami  what  lie  says  of  his 

greatest  trouble,"'  i.  e.,  "  convincing  my 
employer  of  the  necessity  of  any  improvf- 
raents'  that  his  plant  was  in  need  of,"'  seems 
to  rae  to  indicate  that  the  greatest  trouble  is 
wlje-re  I  placed  it  in  my  comments  on  his  pre- 
vious letter.  There  are  entirely  too  m  nr. 
poultrymen  looking  for  situaKons  whose  first 


thought  when  they  get  on  a  new  place  i>  to 

take  the  plant  and  ■'  shatter  it  t^  bits,  and 

then  remold  it  to  their  heart's  desire." 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  a  good  workman 
can  do  good  work  with  poor  tools.  Most 
people  have  heard  it,  and  I  have  little  doubt 
that  when  Mr.  K.  tells  an  employer  of  his  suc- 
cess without  proper  facilities,  that  shuts  every 
thought  of  bettering  facililies  out  of  the 
employer's  mind. 


Showing  Mongrels. 

Editor  Farm-Pol'LTRY  :— I  saw  at  a  poul- 
try show  recenlly  something  that  to  me  did 
not  seem  like  promoting  pure  bred  stock.  It 
was  a  pen  consisting  of  Light  Brahma  hens 
and  a  Brown  Leghorn  cock,  and  there  was  a 
sign  tacked  on  the  coop  reading, ''These  were 
mated  for  business;  see  theirget  in  next  pen,  " 
and  in  the  next  pen  were  three  pullets, 
undoubtedly  the  best  ones  raised;  and  they 
were  a  mongrel  hard  to  describe. 

The  man  who  entered  them  had  his  cards 
on  the  coops  saying  he  was  a  breeder  of  Brown 
Leghorns,  of  which  he  also  bad  a  luimber  on 
exhibition.  The  entry  of  those  two  pens 
hurt  him,  for  people, are  apt  to  think,  as  I 
lieard  one  say  that  night,  "I  would  not  buy  a 
Brown  Leghorn  of  him,  for  I  might  get  some 
of  that  cross  if  he  got  one  that  resembled  the 
parent.'' 

If  a  man  wants  to  cross  for  an  experiment 
or  with  a  certain  view,  all  right ;  but  I  do  not 
think  he  should  put  such  on  exhibition,  and  I 
do  not  think  any  poultry  show  should  allow  a 
man  to  exhibit  such  experiments  until  he  can 
pro<luce  a  large  per  cent  of  a  certain  kind  at 
each  hatching. 

I  may  be  wrong,  but  I  always  thought 
poultry  shows  were  held  by  poultry  associa- 
tions to  show  pure  and  standard  bred  stock, 
to  promote  the  fancy;  and  I  fell  .sorry,  as  did 
others  of  ray  party  who  ar^  lovers  of  the 


I  horoughbred,  to  see  that  mistit  pen  of  mon- 
grels ill  among  as  tine  a  lot  of  poultry  as  I 
have  seen  for  some  time. 

I  write  the  above  letter  to  see  what  you  and 
your  readers  may  think  of  the  subject,  and  to 
see  how  many  agree  with  me  that  only 
thoroughbred  stock  should  be  shown  in  the 
show  room.  Chas.  O.  Tarbux.

Personally,  I  cannot  fully  agree  wiih  the 
views  e.xpressed  by  Mr.  Tarbox.  I  think 
experiments  if  intelligently  made  and  having 
a  definite  purpose  might  well  be  exhibited  at 
poultry  shows.  Bl'T.  I  think  all  such  exhib- 
its ought  to  be  in  a  department  by  themselves, 
and  that  poultry  associations  ought  to  encour- 
age and  make  provisions  which  will  permit  of 
exhibiting  them  apart  from  the  other  poultry. 
Then  they  might  add  to  the  interest,  and 
would  not  mar  the  show  as  a  whole. 

The  particular  exhibit  referred  to,  however, 
could  hardly  be  classed  as  an  experiuient,  for 
the  cross  has  been  made  hundi  eds  of  times, 
and  few  poultrymen  of  experience  do  not 
know  just  what  to  expect  from  it.  It  stops 
with  the  first  cross, — no  one  has  yet  showed 
any  intention  or  that  there  would  be  any 
object  in  perpetuating  the  cross,  making  a 
breed  or  variety  of  it. 

As  to  the  possibility  of  a  breeder  who  made 
such  a  cross  working  oft'  a  cross  bred  Idrd  as 
a  thoroughbred  Brown  Leghorn,  I  doubt 
whether  there  is  as  much  as  a  chance  in  a 
thousand  of  a  bird  that  would  [)ass  for  a  Leg- 
horn being  proiluced  from  it. 

Orpingtons  in  America.  , 

At  the  Xew  York  show  in  1902,  there  were 
Ho  Orpington  birds  shown  by  11  breeders, 
against  23  by  5  iireeders  last  yeai-.  This  shows 
how  rapidly  this  breed  is  coming  into  favor, 
making  its  own  way  quietly  and  without  any 
pushing  thus  l:ir.

This  paper  gives  the  English 
standards  of  all  the  '"Orpingtons,  and  a  fine 
illustration  of  a  tyju'cal  Black  Orpington 
cock.'' 

The  wonilerful  progress  made  by  the  Orp- 
ini;tons  in  Englantl  and  the  colonies  in  the  few- 
years  since  their  introduction  is  only  a  fore- 
runner of  what  will  come  about  in  the  United 
States.

U^^DER  the  heading.  "A  Common  Moral 
O'lliquity,"  the  Xeir  York  Produce 
Eecieic  of  Jan.  15  has  the  following  :— 
•■  In  reading  an  otherwise  excellent  little 
press  clipping  about  co-operation  in  marketing 
eirgs.  bv  a  Mr.  B.  Holmes,  we  ran  across  the 
following  sentence:  '  "With  private  customers, 
everv  egg  should  be  guaranteed  to  be  perfectly 
fresh  and  good.  •  •  *  A  trade  built  up  on  such 
a  basis  and  honestly  conducted,  wiil  be  a  per- 
manent one  and  l)ring  from  5  to  10  cents  more 
than  could  be  obtained  from  storekeepers. " 

'•  Mr.  Holmes  is  not  alone  in  this  queer  way 
of  looking  at  things.  "VTe  find  a  parallel  rea- 
soning among  farmers  who  will  take  good  care 
of  the  mi4k  and  cream  when  making  butter 
which  they  are  going  to  sell  or  when  they  ship 
milk  or  cream  to  a  city  where  they  know  that 
if  it  srets  sour  they  will  not  only  lose  the  value 
but  have  to  pay  the  freight,  and  who,  when 
delivering  milk  to  a  creamery  or  cheese  fac- 
tory will  say,  •  anything  is  good  enough.' 

••  We  would  like  Mr.  Holmes  and  his  ilk  to 
explain  why  it  would  not  pay  the  farmers 
equally  well  to  guarantee  their  eggs — or  miik — 
per  fectly  fresh  and  good,  when  selling  to  the 
storekeeper  or  delivering  to  creamery  or  cheese 
factory.  They  all  forget  that  the  storekeeper, 
the  creamery,  or  cheese  factory  are  only  link> 
in  one  form  of  co-operation,  and  that  a  form 
which  is  to  be  preferred  unless  the  farmers 
have  learned  to  co-operate  and  trust  the  men 
among  them  with  administrative  ability  .tmong 
themselves —  if  they  have  them."' 

Whatever  queerness  "  appears  above  seemj 
to  us  to  be  in  the  assumption  that  Mr. 
Holmes  and  his  ilk"  do  not  advise  those  who 
have  eggs  to  sell  to  guarantee  them  fresh  and 
good  to  whomsoever  they  may  sell  them. 
Doubtless  there  are  poultrymen  who  look  at 
the  subject  as  do  the  farmers  described  in  our 
clipping,  but  we  do  not  think  any  writer  for  the 
poultry  press  ever  so  much  as  intimated  that 
one  ought  not  to  be  careful  about  product* 
which  did  not  go  direct  from  himself  to  the  con- 
sumer. Without  the  full  text  of  Mr.  Holmes" 
article,  we  cannot  say  exactly  what  general 
stand  he  took  in  it,  but  what  is  quoted  suggest^ 
that  he  was  telling  how  producers  might  secure, 
save  to  themselves,  the  middlemen's  profit  and 
perhaps  a  premium.  If  in  doing  so  he  urged 
the  necessity  of  having  every  egg  guaranteed 
fresh  and  good,  it  is  a  most  willful  perversion  of 
meaning  and  reason  lo  find  fault  with  him  for 
not  at  the  same  time  urging  them  to  guarantee 
eggs  to  buyers  who  buy  to  sell  again,  and 
refer  to  such  omission  as  a  "  moral  obliquity."' 
Inasmuch  as  we  have  frequently  given 
readers  similar  advice  lo  that  offered  by  Mr. 
Holmes,  at  the  same  time  failing  to  advise 
them  in  regard  to  eggs  sold  to  those  buying  to 
sell  again,  we  suppose  that  we  come  in  the  list 
of  those  the  X.  Y.  Produce  Beview  wants  lo 
explain  why  it  would  not  pay  the  farmers 
equally  well  to  guarantee  their  eggs,  etc.,  to 
dealers. 

In  the  first  place,  so  far  as  this  paper  is  con- 
cerned, we  have  continuously  urged  all  pro- 
ducers to  market  their  eggs  when  strictly 
fre.-h,  though  we  have  not  thought  it  neces- 
sary to  couple  this  advice  with  every  allusion 
to  methods  of  securing  a  private  trade.  That 
it  would  pay  the  producer  to  do  so  is  not  — 
according  to  our  way  of  looking  at  it— open  lo 
question. 

Would  it  pay  him  as  well  to  guarantee  his 
eggs  lo  dealers  as  to  private  customers?  That 
depends  upon  several  things,  among  whether 
it  would  pay  as  well  to  sell  them  lo  the  dealer, 
irrespective  of  guaranty,  and  upon  what  sort 
of  man  the  dealer  is,  whether  he  is  free  from 
a  sort  of  moral  obliquity  not  uncommon  among 
storekeepers  and  others  who  retail  eggs,  and 
will  not  use  your  eggs,  your  guaranty,  and 
your  reputation  to  help  him  work  off  some 
inferior  articles  with  temporary  profit  lo  him- 
self,  but  to  the  great  damage  of  your  reputa- 
tion. This  is  not  a  hypothetical  case.  The 
writer  has  buJ  more  than  one  experience  with 
storekeepers  of  that  class,  and  many  olher^ 
could  tell  of  similar  ones. 

There  is  another  reason  why  the  producer 
of  eggs  should  not  guarantee  eggs  to  dealer.-, 
or.  better,  through  dealers,  and  that  is  that 
the  eggs  going  through  the  dealers'  bands  are 


longer — may  be  very  much  longer  in  reaching 
the  consumer,  and  meantime  may  be  subjected 
to  conditions  destructive  of  their  quality.  The 
eggs  may  be  guaranteed  to  the  dealer  as  fresh 
gathered,  but  manifestly  cannot  be  guaranteed 
as  they  are  when  sold  direct  to  the  consumer. 

In  his  guaranty  to  his  customers  when  sell- 
ing lo  a  private  trade,  the  writer  gave  a  dozen 
good  eggs  for  every  bad  egg  found,  and 
insisted  that  eggs  should  be  kept  in  a  suitable 
place,  never  put  with  eggs  from  elsewhere,  or 
even  in  the  same  vessels  with  eggs  left  over 
from  a  previous  delivery.  In  selling  to 
grocers  there  was  no  guaranty,  except  that 
the  eggs  were  fresh  gathered  ;  not  more  than 
two,  three,  or  four  days  old,  as  the  case  might 
be.  The  producer's  guaranty  slopped  with  the 
delivery  of  the  eggs  to  the  grocer,  while  to  the 
private  customer  it  extended  to  the  actual 
consumption  of  the  egg,  provided  it  was  not 
subject  lo  deleterious  influences  or  kept  for  an 
unreasonable  time.  The  conditions  warrant 
such  distinction  between  iruarantees. 


Pushing  Varieties  That  Are  Not 
Popular. 

A I-  uKKEsPOXDEXT  writes  to  ask  an 
opinion  as  to  the  prospective  future  of 
a  non-Standard  and  not  at  present 
popular  variety  in  which  he  is  interested,  i.  e.. 
the  While  Wonder. 

Judging  by  the  standing  it  had  attained 
prior  to  its  rejection  at  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  at  Boston  four 
years  ago.  the  White  Wonder  might  easily 
have  become  a  very  popular  variety.  We  have 
always  thought  the  breeders  made  a  serious 
mistake  when  after  the  rebuff  from  the  Stand- 
ard makers  they  allowed  the  While  Wonders 
to  sink  almost  out  of  public  notice.  They 
should  have  continued  the  fight  for  recogni- 
tion, and  kept  on  exhibiting  and  pushing  the 
breed.  Whether  the  ground  lost  then  can  be 
regained,  is  another  question.  It  probably 
could  not  except  at  greater  expense  of  money 
and  energy  than  was  expended  in  giving  the 
breed  the  standing  it  once  had,  for  as  a  gen- 
eral rule  it  is  easiest  to  work  from  a  fresh 
start. 

Another  thing  to  consider  is  thai  while  the 
Wonders  have  stood  still  or  gone  backward 
another  white  variety  (the  While  Rock)  has 
gone  rapidly  ahead,  and  still  another  (the 
White  Wyandotte)  has  steadily  increased  its 
strong  hold  on  public  favor.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal objections  urged  against  the  admission  of 
White  Wonders  to  the  Standard  was  that  they 
were  not  distinctive,  but  rather  showed  the 
characterisucs  of  inferior  White  Wyandottes 
or  While  Plymouth  Kocks,  and  while  the  gen- 
eral failure  of  breeders  and  judges  to  properly 
discriminate  between  Bock  and  Wyandotte 
types  would  be  a  strong  and  telling  point  in 
an  argument  against  that  view  of  the  White 
Wonders  especially,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
that  idea  has  made  a  very  strong  impres.»?on 
which  it  would  lake  lime  and  persistent  eflort 
lo  overcome  suflicieully  to  give  the  Wonders  a 
creditable  standing  among  popular  varieties. 

Considering  the  White  Wonder  as  a  business 
proposition,  looking  at  its  possibilities  from 
the  point  of  view-  of  the  man  who,  as  a  fan- 
cier, wants  lo  make  the  breed  he  keeps  profit- 
able, its  immediate  future  is  not  very  alluring. 
It  is  also  open  to  doubt  whether  not  being  •■  a 
fanciers"  fowl,"'  the  widest  popularity  possible 
for  it  would  result  in  a  profit  to  its  breeders  at 
all  commensurate  with  the  outlay  and  effort 
expended. 

In  the  course  of  his  letter  the  correspondent 
refers  to  the  While  Wonder  as  "  as  justly 
entitled  to  the  Standard  as  anything  there, 
only  that  they  are  not  there,  and  if  they  are 
likely  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  it,  I  am 
desirous  of  knowing,"  As  we  see  it,  the 
abandonment  on  account  of  not  being  or 
gelling  in  the  Standard  was  perpetrated  when 
the  breeders  gave  up  practically,  and  failed  lo 
continue  iheir  efforts  lo  push  the  breed  outside 
of  the  Sundard.  A  place  in  the  Standard  is 
unquestionably  a  help  to  a  breed,  though  unless 
the  breed  could  stand  without  that  help. 
Standard  recognition  would  be  of  little  advan- 
tage to  it:  but  it  is  possible  for  a  bieed  to  get 


along  without  Standard  recognition,  and  many 
of  the  most  popular  breeds  of  today  were 
refused  admission  until  their  standing  was 
virtually  assured,  and  the  pressure  for  recog- 
nition loo  strong  to  be  resisted. 

To  us,  then,  the  future  of  the  White  Wonder, 
and  of  other  non-Standard  breeds,  seems  lo 
depend  more  on  the  persistence  of  their  breed- 
ers and  popular  favor  than  upon  Standard 
recognition. 

Our  Own  Field. 

THE  LETTER  of  Mr.  Lyons,  published 
elsewhere  in  this  paper,  is  a  fair  sample 
of  a  class  of  letters  which  comes  to  us 
in  strong  numbers  at  this  season,  just  as  last 
year,  which  was  the  first  in  which  we  adopted 
the  policy  of  publishing  show  reports  gen- 
erally. That  is  a  policy  that  makes  friends 
because  it  is  fair  and  because  it  is  in  keep- 
ing with  the  function  of  a  poultry  paper  as 
Ihe  poullryman"s  newspaper.  The  other  policy 
—  publishing  none,  or  partial  reports,  is  one 
we  need  not  discuss.  It  is  of  interest  lo 
us  only  in  a  negative  way.  We  assume  that 
there  is  a  very  considerable  class  of  readers  of 
poultry  paper*  who  do  not  dislike  or  object  lo 
that  policy,  for  we  cannot  understand  how 
otherwise  publishers  would  regard  it  with 
favor. 

The  point  we  want  to  bring  up  from  this 
and  dwell  upon  is  that  each  paper  appeals  to 
and  in  lime  gains  the  support  of  those  to 
whom  its  methods  and  policies  are  agreeable. 
In  the  conduct  of  Farji-Poultky  we  cannot 
please  everyone,  and  knowing  this  beforehand 
we  do  not  attempt  lo  do  so,  though  we  try  not 
to  offend  any  unnecessarily.  In  this  last  we 
are  not  always  entirely  successful,  for  some 
will  lake  offense  unnecessarily.  In  making 
the  paper  we  aim  lo  make  a  paper  that  will 
please  even  though  it  does  not  always  suit  in 
every  detail  the  average  poullryman ;  please 
him  because  it  gives  him  what  he  wants  and 
needs,  and  please  him  most  and  best  because 
he  finds  the  paper  always  devoted  to  the  gen- 
eral interest,  never  to  special  interests. 

Our  Opinion  of  Phenomenal  Lay- 
ing Reports. 

ACURRESPuyDEXT  sends  us  a  clip- 
ping from  the  Xew  England  Home- 
stead giving  records  of  5  pens  of  20 
hens  each,  Bufl'Wyandottes,  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks,  S.  C.  and  R.  C.  White,  and  S.  C. 
Brown  Leghorns,  100  hens  in  all,  which  for 
one  year  averaged  235  eggs  per  hen.  The 
highest  pen  .average  being  247  eggs  per  ben 
and  the  lowest  221.  Our  correspondent  wants 
lo  know  what  we  think  of  it.  Well,  we  think 
of  it  as  we  do  of  all  reports  of  egg  yields  or  of 
any  sort  of  work  with  poultry  that  there  being 
no  way  of  keeping  tab  on  them  or  verifying 
them,  they  are  to  be  credited  in  proportion  to 
their  reasonableness,  and  this  being,  as  the 
Homestead  says,  The  best  average  from  a 
large  flock  we  have  ever  seen  published," 
would  by  us  be  given  the  least  credit  of  any. 

It  is  very  singular  what  phenomenal  records 
come  out  in  contests  promoted  by  agricultural 
papeis  When  FARM-PorxTRY  started  its 
expei  ment  club  a  few  years  ago  there  seemed 
to  be  some  members  who  thought  the  prizes 
offered  in  connection  with  the  keeping  of 
reports  depended  upon  making  good  showings 
in  eggs,  though  it  was  distinctly  stated  that 
that  would  not  be  a  consideration  in  making 
awards;  that  these  were  to  be  made  only  upon 
the  work  of  the  poullryman  in  keeping  a 
record.  These  people  got  some  phenomenal 
egg  yields,  and  the  funny  thing  was  that  they 
often  got  them  under  very  adverse,  not  to  say 
impossible  conditions,  as  revealed  in  the  day- 
to-day  records  sent  us.  The  result  was  that 
these  persons  were  not  long  in  the  club,  an<< 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  no  phenom- 
enal showings  to  make,  and  not  many  extra- 
ordinarv  ones. 

Editorial  Notes. 

Blessings  on  those  show  secretaries  who 
send  in  reports  that  require  little  editing  to 
make  them  ready  for  the  printer.  We  wish 
all  would  do  so.  Doubtless  all  would  if  they 
could  appreciate  the  amount  of  labor  involved 
in  condensing  reports  that  repeat  names 
unnecessarily  and  give  awards  in  irregular 
order.    We  have  thousrbt  ihal  a  little  effort  on 
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our  part  directeJ  toward  prepariug  satiblac- 
tory  blanks  and  placing  them  in  the  hands  of 
secretaries  would  in  the  end  be  a  saving  of 
labor,  and  we  may  do  something  in  that  way 
next  season. 

Another  result  that  could  be  secured  by  this 
meaus  would  be  to  give  us  complete  returns 
as  to  the  numbers  of  the  various  breeds  exhib- 
ited at  each  show  and  all  shows.  Such  figures 
are  valuable  to  breeders  who  know  how  to  use 
them  in  pushing  for  business. 

That  is  a  pretty  stifl'  story  in  one  of  our 
agricultural  contemporaries  about  the  poultry 
plant  (market)  that  is  doing  a  business  of  over 
§iO,000  a  year  at  a  cost  of  less  than  one-fourth 
of  that  sum.  As  it  is  admitted  that  the  figures 
of  sales  are  "theoretical,"  we  cannot  forbear 
•Asking — Why  use  them?  This  is  the  second 
large  yarn  based  on  theoretical  figures  from 
the  iame  practical  paper  within  a  year. 

We  have  not  bad  time  to  look  over  January 
exchanges  carefully,  but  as  we  piled  them  up 
as  they  came  in,  it  occurred  to  us  that  the 
crop  of  new  papers  for  the  mouth  was  an 
unusually  large  one.  Last  year,  however, 
was  a  poor  year  for  new  papers.  "We  do  not 
remember  a  recent  year  when  so  few  of  them 
appeared. 

At  a  meeting  of  stock  men  not  long  since, 
reported  iu  the  farm  papers,  a  breeder  read  a 
paper  on  inbreeding,  quite  soundly  condemn- 
ing the  practice.  His  paper,  according  to 
reports,  attracted  but  little  attention.  We  do 
not  know  how  it  would  be  in  a  verbal  discus- 
sion, but  few  subjects  have  interested  poultry- 
men  more  in  print  in  the  last  few  years  than 
this  of  inbreeding. 

One  of  our  esteemed  contemporaries 
chronicles  the  first  true  representation  of 
the  Orpington  as  one  of  its  "great  things  done 
during  the  past  year."  Xow  the  fact  is  Farm- 
Pot:LTRY  had,  and  published  illustrations  from 
the  same  source  four  years  earlier.  And  with 
Fakm-Poultry  it  wasjust  a  matter  of  course 
event.

IllustratiiDns  in  Advertising. 

It  is  pretty  generally  conceded  that  illustra- 
tions are  essential  to  the  business  of  advertis- 
ing. An  illustration  when  used  in  accordance 
with  the  meaning  of  the  word  conveys  an  idea 
to  the  mind  of  the  prospective  purchaser 
much  quicker  than  would  a  simple  type  argu- 
ment. But  the  trouble  with  much  of  our 
illustrated  advertising  of  the  present  time  is 
that  it  does  not  illustrate. 

The  meaning  of  the  word  "  illustrate  "  is  to 
make  plain— to  simplify,  and  unless  the  illus- 
tration embodies  this  meaning,  it  would  be  far 
better  for  the  advertiser  to  depend  altogether 
on  plain  type. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  illustration  is  to 
convince  the  reader  that  the  article  oflered 
possesses  merit.  This  is  the  main  purpose. 
However,  there  are  advertisers  who  think  that 
pictures  are  used  solely  to  attract  attention, 
and  believing  this,  they  write  their  copy  to  tit 
the  picture,  whereas  the  picture  should  always 
be  made  to  illustrate  the  copy.  The  oppy  is  of 
primary  importance.  The  picture  is  always 
secondary. 

"  The  best  illustration  is  a  picture  of  the 
article  advertised.  A  man  may  be  in  need  of 
a  pair  of  shoes,  and  yet  when  he  picks  up  his 
paper  to  read  the  news,  it  is  quite  probable 
that  he  does  not  think  of  shoes  at  all.  How- 
ever, in  reading  the  paper  his  attention  is 
attracted  by  the  picture  of  -a  shoe,  which 
instantly  brings  to  his  mind  the  fact  that  he  is 
in  need  of  shoes,  and  as  a  consequence  he 
reads  the  ad.,  and  perhaps  buys. 

The  text  of  the  ad.  and 'the  illustration 
should  have  a  close  connection.  It  is  quite 
impossible  to  do  full  justice  to  one's  adver- 
tising when  the  cut  used  bears  no  relation 
whatever  to  the  text.  The  illustration  and 
the  text  should  be  very  similar.  The  text 
should  describe  the  article.  The  illustration 
-bould  picture  the  description. — Printers' 
Ink.

Barred  Rock- Brown  Iiegliorn  Cross. — 

(E.  I.  T.)  — Mr.  T.  wants  to  cross  a  E.  0. 
Brown  Leghorn  cock  on  Barred  Plymouth 
Rock  hens  for  broilers,  he  being  a  breeder  of 
R.  C.  Leghorns.  Some  one  has  told  him  that 
the  chicks  will  come  black.  A  part  of  them 
would  be,  probably  the  greater  number  of  the 
pullets. 

Black  Feather  in  White  Wyandotte. 

(.J.  E.  C.)  — ••!  am  an  amateur  breeder  of 
White  AVyandottes.  Is  it  safe  to  breed  a 
cockerel  that  had  one  or  more  dark  feathers? 
I  have  bought  both  eggs  and  chickens  of 
prominent  breeders  and  have  never  had  a 
cockerel  that  had  not  one  or  more  dark 
feathers ;  some  positively  black.  Is  it  safe 
to  breed  from  them,  or  can  they  be  bred  out 
by  mating  them  to  very  white  pullets  without 
a  blemish?  I  have  just  mated  one  pen  beaded 
by  a  very  fine  cockerel,  perfectly  white  except 
one  dark  feather  in  his  tail.  I  paid  a  high 
price  for  him,  and  he  bad  no  black  feathers 
when  purchased."'  —  White  birds  naturally 
absolutely  free  from  black  in  plumage  are 
very  rare,  and  of  course  those  good  in  all 
other  respects  and  absolutely  white,  are  rarer 
still.  Not  infrequently  it  happens  that  the 
whitest  bird  in  a  flock  or  the  best  in  plumage 
of  any  colored  fowl,  is  so  poor  in  other  impor- 
tant points  Ibat  its  color  merit  is  of  no  value 
to  its  owner.  The  question  of  using  a  bird 
with  foreign  colored  plumage  depends  upon  a 
good  many  things  besides  the  mere  fact  of 
the  presence  of  foreign  color.  As  has  been 
said,  few  white  birds,  especially  in  compara- 
tively new  white  varieties,  are  free  from 
foreign  colored  feathers,  though  very  many 
breeders  would  take  oath  to  the  contrary  — 
before  an  expert  got  hold  of  the  birds  and 
showed  them  the  feathers.  Mating  them 
becomes  a  matter  of  using  the  best  birds 
obtainable,  with  other  points  considered  as 
well  as  absence  of  color.  It  is  generally  con- 
ceded a  fact  that  since  the  fad  for  dead 
white  plumage  came  in  the  White  Wyandottes 
as  a  breed  have  lost  in  typical  Wyandotte 
shape,  and  some  assert  that  they  have  lost  in 
other  qualities  as  well.  A  while  bird  with  a 
prominent  black  feather  in  wings  or  tail  ought 
not  to  be  used  except  in  a  special  mating,  as 
described  by  3Ir.  Petersen  in  last  issue,  it  he 
had  enough  other  good  qualities  to  make  it  a 
point  to  use  him  and  breed  the  black  out. 


Soft  Shelled  Eggs.  (L.  A.  C.)— There 
are  two  causes  of  soft  shelled  eggs,  or  perhaps 
strictly  speaking,  three,  prominent  ones,  i.  e., 
lack  of  shell  forming  material  in  the  food, 
failure  of  the  oviduct  to  properly  secrete  and 
deposit  the  shell,  and  abortion  of  the  egg 
through  weakness  and  inability  to  retain  it 
until  normally  coated  with  shell.  From  this 
statement  of  causes  a  poultry  keeper  ought  to 
be  able  to  diagnose  the  case  in  his  yards. 
He  should  know  whether  or  not  there  is  a 
probable  scarcity  of  shell  material,  and  should 
also  be  able  to  determine  whether  or  not  eggs 
are  aborted.  If  neither  of  these  appears  to  be 
the  case  the  other  would  seem  the  probable 
reason,  but  mostly  it  will  be  found  that  one  of 
the  causes  most  directly  ascertainable  is  the 
real  cause  of  the  trouble.  The  lack  of  shell 
material  is  easily  remedied  by  keeping  ground 
oyster  shell  before  the  hens,  and  by  feeding 
lione  and  bone  meal.  To  a  certain  extent 
these  are  also  helpful  in  cases  of  abortion,  but 
the  best  thing  to  do  for  such  cases  is  to 
separate  hens  affected  from  the  flock,  and 
above  all  from  the  males,  and  feed  lightly, 
discouraging  laying  as  much  as  possible  until 
the  bens  show  better  condition.   A  rheumatic 


•ouditiou  is  a  not  uncommon  cause  of  both 
sorft  shelled  and  misshapen  eggs. 

Dropsy.  (J.  M.)  — '■  I  killed  a  Rose  Comb 
Brown  Leghorn  hen  that  I  thought  was  too 
fat  to  live,  and  when  I  opened  her  she  was 
full  of  clear  water.  She  looked  to  be  healthy; 
her  comb  was  red  as  blood.''  This  is  evi- 
dently a  case  of  dropsy,  though  the  symptoms 
do  not  coincide  entirely  with  those  given  in 
the  books.  It  is  generally  due  in  fowls  to 
some  obstruction  of  the  circulation  of  the 
blood,  and  if  it  appears  only  occasionally  need 
not  cause  a  poultryman  any-  great  uneasiness. 
It  can  be  cured,  but  the  better  way  is  to  kill 
the  birds  affected.  In  chicks,  and  when  gen- 
eral in  a  flock  of  adult  birds  it  results  usually 
from  bad  feeding  and  hygiene.  If  one  wishes 
to  attempt  treatment,  this  by  Sanborn  may  be 
found  efficient: — "Tap,  by  inserting  a  hollow 
needle  or  trochar  through  the  skin  and 
muscles  of  the  abdomen  into  the  cavity,  and 
allowing  the  fluid  to  escape.  Put  one  table- 
spoonful  sulphate  magnesia  into  one  quart  of 
drinking  water,  and  use  for  a  few  days. 
Follow  this  with  iodide  of  potassium  ten 
grains  to  one  pint  of  water,  to  be  used  for 
drinking." 

Buflf  Plymouth  Rock  Color.    (U.  T.)  — 

The  description  of  Buff  Rock  male  color  as 
given  in  the  Standard  is  "one  even  shade  of 
rich  golden  buff,  free  from  shafting  or  mealy 
appearance."  When  it  comes  to  the  question 
tchat  is  6»;f— what  is  a  rich  golden  buff? — 
opinions  differ,  and  one  can  learn  only  by  see- 
ing birds  of  the  shade  preferred  by  leading 
breeders  and  in  the  leading  shows.  If  you  do 
not  have  opportunity  to  learn  in  this  way  I 
have  no  doubt  that  if  you  would  write  to  a 
few  leading  Butt'  Rock  breeders,  especially  to 
any  with  whom  you  may  have  or  have  bad 
dealings,  some  of  ihem  would  send  you  a  few- 
feathers  of  the  fashionable  buff  color.  Fan- 
ciers generally  are  pretty  whole  sou  led  people 
and  willing  to  help  novices  and  beginners  in 
inauv  wavs.

Hen  3Ianure.  (J.  W.  A.)— The  article,

Tumors.  (C.  P.)— Mr.  P.  writes  describ- 
ing fhe  case  of  a  "hen  or  pullet"  that  has  a 
large  tumor  on  one  leg  and  another  on  the 
Beck  near  the  shoulder.  He  is  treating  with 
lard,  gas,  tar  and  sulphur.  I  cannot  help  him 
any  as  to  treatment  to  cure.  The  best  thing 
is  to  kill  tbe  fowl.  In  most  cases  the  causes 
of  such  troubles  cannot  be  known,  but  they 
are  generally  supposed  to  result  from  bruises. 

How  3Iany  Hens  to  3Iake  a  Living 
for  Four?  (W.  A.  C.)— If  dependent  on 
tbe  hens  alone  I  should  say  about  400. 
Whether  you  could  make  a  living  or  not  from 
that  number  would  depend  upon  your  skill  as 
a  poultrykeeper,  and  upon  what  sort  of  living 
you  had  to  have,  and  largely  no  doubt  upon 
your  skill  as  a  housekeeper.  It  is  a  question 
that  is  hard  to  answer  definitely.  If  any  of 
the  rest  of  the  four  can  help  a  larger  stock 
might  be  kept,  but  a  woman  unaided  would 
liiid  400  as  many  as  she  cared  to  attempt. 

How  Many  Brahmas  in  a  10x16 
House?  (A  Subscriber) — In  a  bouse  of 
such  dimensions  divided  in  two  parts  as  you 
say  vours  is,  7  or  8  Brahmas  in  each  part 
would  be  enough.  If  the  house  were  all  one 
pen  you  could  keep  20  to  25  iu  it. 

How  Long  Can  Eggs  be  Kept  for 
Hatching?  \Siibscriber)— Forgood  hatches 
and  as  strong  vigorous  chicks  as  possible  from 
the  eggs  used,  it  is  not  desirable  to  set  eggs 
over  ten  or  twelve  days  old.  I  have' had  good 
hatches  from  eggs  three  or  four  weeks  old, 
but  chicks  not  as  good  as  from  eggs  of  same 
lots  set  when  fresher.  The  eggs  should  be 
kept  at  a  temperature  between  40  and  50°  F. 
They  need  not  be  turned  at  all. 

Contamination.  (Subscriber)  —  -'If  a 
number  of  •  mixed  breeds'  of  hens  are  kept 
In  a  pen  with  a  trio  of  thoroughbreds,  will 
the  chicks  from  the  thoroughbreds  be  oi 
Impure  blood?"'  Xo,  but  unless  you  are  cer- 
tain of  the  eggs  from  the  thoroughbreds  you 
may  get  some  chicks  from  the  male  and  some 
of  the  mixed  hens  that  cannot  be  distinguished 
from  thoroughbred.  That  would  depend 
on  what  you  had  in  the  pen. 

MUlet  for  Hens  and  Chicks.  (E.  O.  T.) 
Millet  is  a  good  food  for  bens  and  cljicks  if  of 
good  quality,  and  properly  used.  I  have 
found  it  most  satisfactory  when  fed  iu  litter, 
either  as  a  light  noon  feed,  or  kept  iu  litter 
to  give  alvrays  something  to  scratch  for. 


Some  ideas  About  Hired  Help. 

Editor  F-UtM-PoCLTBY :—  In  the  first  issue 
of  F.-P.  for  the  present  year  I  sa\v  an  article 
entitled,'-  A  Journeyman  Poultryman's  Expe- 
rience," immediately  followed  by  comments 
on  the  same  by  the  editor,  who  intimates  that 
he  is  not  the  proper  kind  of  help  for  the  aver- 
age poultry  farm  unless  he  has  the  stick-to-it- 
ativeness  that  will  keep  him  in  one  place  long 
enough  for  his  presence  to  make  itself  felt  in 
the  returns  of  the  plant. 

This  it  seems  to  me  is  entirely  erroneous;  a 
man  is  worth  §1  or  $2  or  mo're  per  day  with- 
out regard  to  the  size  or  productiveness  of  the 
plant.  If  the  plant  is  small  and  the  proprie- 
tor short  sighted,  he  must  not  expect  to  get 
good  help  for  poor  wages.  If  a  man  is  com- 
petent and  a  good  worker  it  is  not  right  to 
call  his  abilities  into  question  except  to  his 
credit.  As  to  whether  he  stayed  a  longer  or 
shorter  time  in  a  given  place  would  depend 
probably  upon  the  wages  paid.  That  is  where 
the  rub  usually  comes.  In  this  case  that,  with 
the  common  grievance  of  poor  "  keep  "  seems 
to  be  the  only  trouble,  and  doubtless  if  the 
wages  had  been  satisfactory  he  would  have 
swallowed  the  "  keep."  And  while  he  "  lai.l 
on  "the  repairs  with  a  heavy  hand,  still  his 
employer  "  set  him  on,"  so  to  speak,  and 
found  no  fault  until  he  wanted  a  little  more  to 
sbow  for  his  time  ami  labor.  Then  bis 
employer  did  not  seem  to  value  bis  services  so 
highly  that  he  couKl  pay  him  only  fair  wages 
for  an  ordinary  hand,  instead  of  one  that  he 
could  trust  for  twenty-four  hours  in  the  day 
if  necessary  with  his  entire  outfit  and  sleep  in 
peace,  knowing  that  his '•  hired  help"  would 
keep  things  straight.  This,  I  fancy  makes  a 
lew  cents  difference  in  wages;  iiut  with  many 


men  it  is  not  so  much  the  amount  of  work 
that  a  man  can  do  or  the  quality  of  it,  but  the 
price.  And  that  class  of  help  will  keep  their 
employer  guessing  which  way  they  will  turn 
next,  and  he  does  not  dare  to  leave  anything 
of  importance  to  their  judgment  lest  they 
come  out  at  the  small  end,  or  sometimes  the 
"out  of  sight  "end,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
expense  side  of  the  question. 

In  the  case  in  question  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  proprietor  did  any  work  with  bis 
hands."  In  which  case  it  looks  to  me  like  this : 
A  plant  of  any  kind  that  is  only  large  enough  to 
furnish  work  for  one  man  (except  it  be  a 
bonanza)  and  leave  time  for  considerable 
work  iu  the  way  of  improvements,  is  not 
large  enough  to  pay  one  man  good  w;iges  and 
keep  another  man  (and  presumably  his  family) 
iu  idleness.  It  is  business  men  of  this  class 
that  almost  invariably  want  good  help  at  poor 
pay.  They  find  fault  with  one  and  do  not 
appreciate  the  other. 

To  sum  it  all  up,  I  think  that  both  showed 
poor  judgment :  the  one  in  not  doing  his  own 
work  until  he  could  pay  a  good  man  what  he 
was  worth,  which  to  be  plain  was  asking  his 
"  help  '■  to  support  him.  The  ••'  help,"  on  the 
other  hand,  should  have  counted  the  cost 
before  he  engaged  on  a ''one  horse"  poultry 
plant.  There  will  be  less  labor  troubles  when 
the  employers  will  pay  good  men  good  pay, 
and  refuse  to  hire  any  other,  and  also  when 
the  employed  will  work  for  the  employers' 
interests. 

Although  I  am  not  the  owner  of  a  large 
poultry  plant,  or  even  a  '•  one  man  "  plant,  I 
am  at  it  all  the  same,  and  if  three  score  and 
ten  does  not  come  too  soon,  will  have  more 
hens,  but  1  shall  not  hire  until  I  cannot  do  the 
work  myself.

Two  Mashes  a  Day 
Laying. 


Hens  Not 


From  a  long  letter  sent  me  by  S.  P.  M.,  I 
condense  the  following  statements  of  condi- 
tions and  his  question  as  to  causes. 

He  has  about  10  White  Wyandottes  and 
about  the  same  number  of  S.  C.  Brown  Leg- 
horn pullets  hatched  April  and  May  last,  the 
Wyandottes  tbe  earlier  hatched.  Only  two 
or  three  out  of  the  lot  of  about  80  had  laid 
prior  to  Jan.  IT— the  date  of  his  letter.  The 
pullets,  he  stales,  have  been  well  fed  and 
brought  right  along  from  the  start,  and  as  a 
few  old  hens  kept  over  have  been  laying  well 
since  October,  he  thinks  it  cannot  be  in  the 
feed  that  the  cause  of  the  non-laying  of  the 
pullets  is  to  be  found.  At  present  he  is  feed- 
ing a  morning  mash  made  of  cut  clover  1  lb., 
steamed  over  night,  with  about  6  qts.  mixture 
equal  parts  ground  corn,  oats  and  bran;  a 
noon  feed  of  2  to  3  qts.  of  corn,  wheat  and 
sunflower  seed  in  litter;  the  evening  feed  a 
mash — 3  qts.  boiled  turnips  and  7  to  8  qts.  of 
the  ground  mixture  as  used  in  the  morning 
mash.  This  is  the  present  ration.  Until 
recently  the  evening  feed  was  grain  as  at 
noon — quantity  not  stated.  The  fowls  get  no 
animal  food,  and  he  suspects  —  not  without 
reason  —  that  this  may  have  something  to  do 
with  their  not  laying. 

This  indeed  may  explain  the  difference  in 
results  as  between  the  pullets  and  the  hens, 
which  latter  he  notes  at  the  close  of  the  letter 
(apparently  written  at  two  difl'erent  times) 
had  then  ceased  laying.  The  growing  pullets 
would  need  more  animal  food  and  would 
sufl'er  more  from  lack  of  it.  If  all  stock  was 
on  range  until  fall,  the  hens  might  have  been  in 
first  class  condition  when  put  on  winter 
rations,  and  so  have  laid  fairly  well  for  some 
lime,  on  an  insufficient  ration,  though  it  would 
be  only  a  question  of  time  until- they  would 
lay  themselves  out. 

Tbe  pullets  not  being  fully  matured  when 
taken  from  the  range,  or  when  insect  food 
could  no  longer  be  obtained,  would  fail  to 
develop  on  an  insufficient  ration.  If  the  range 
was  but  ordinarily  well  supplied  with  animal 
food  and  none  was  fed,  Mr.  M.  is  wrong  in 
supposing  that  his  pullets  have  been  well  fed, 
and  should  therefore  have  made  proper  devel- 
opment and  been  laying  by  this  time.  There 
are  numerous  cases  of  non-laying  this  year  not 
easily  accounted  for,  but  this  is  not  one  of 
them. 

!>so  reason  is  assigned  for  giving  two  mashes 
a  day.  I  suppose  the  change  was  made  in 
hope  of  getting  pullets  to  lay.  It  had  better 
be  discontinued  or  the  evening  mash  fed  only 
as  supplementary  to  a  grain  feed,  to  crowd 
along  stock  that  needs  pushing  toward  devel- 
opment. Too  much  soft  food  is  apt  to  produce 
digestive  disorders. 

Another  question  asked  is  as  to  buying  a 
bone  cutter.  Would  it  be  better  to  do  this 
than  to  use  prepared  meat  foods?  That 
depends  on  available  supplies  of  bone,  and 
opportunities  to  use  the  bone  cutter — to  cut 
tbe  bone,  and  also  on  the  cost  of  the  bones. 
When  it  can  be  done  it  is  always  advisable  to 
feed  some  green  bone,  for  the  fowls  like  it 
best  of  meat  foods,  and  itcontainselements  not 
in  the  prepared  foods  in  the  same  form.

Editor  Farm-Poultry:  —  Concerning  the 
inquiry  of  L.  D..  I  would  state  that  I  have 
cured  many  a  case  of  diarrhcea  in  hens  with  a 
common  family  pill,  such  as  Wills'  English,  or 
Parsons'  Purgative.  Also,  I  have  salved  the 
life  of  chicks  by  administering  a  fraction  of  a 
pill  at  a  time.  In  both  cases  I  follow  them  up 
for  three  days,  generally  being  successful  after 
the  second  ilose,  however,  and  often  setting 
them  right  with  one  only.

WAS  askei.1  to  write  a  piece 
on  poultry.  I  have  had 
some  experience  with  poul- 
try. I  have  had  the  care 
of  a  flock  of  hens  for  the 
last  twenty  years  with  good 
success.  We  keep  about 
200  hens.  I  raise  from  100  to  200  chickens 
every  year,  hatching  and  raising  them  with 
hens.  My  way  of  caring  for  the  chickens  is 
this:  I  do  not  feed  them  anything  until  they 
are  24  or  36  hours  old,  and  then  feed  them 
bread  soaked  in  water, for  about  a  week.  After 
that  I  bake  corn  meal  in  a  johnnycake,  and 
soak  that  and  feed  five  times  a  day  until  they 
are  about  five  weeks  old  ;  then  I  feed  wheat 
screenings  or  ivhole  wheat,  always  giving 
them  plenty  of  fresh  water  or  sweet  milk  to 
drink.  In  caring  for  them  iu  that  way  the 
loss  from  sickness  is  very  small.  Sometimes 
the  crows  or  hawks  will  catch  some  of 
them. 

My  way  iu  caring  for  the  hens  is :  In  the 
winter  I  feed  a  warm  feed  every  morning  of 
bran  with  some  meat  feed  mixed  with  it, 
either  desiccated  fish  or  boiled  beef  and  bone, 
using  7  parts  of  bran  to  1  of  the  meat  feed 
mixed  with  hot  water  and  fed  while  warm. 
At  noon  feed  corn  or  wheat,  and  if  they  need 
more  feed  corn  again  at  night;  always  have  a 
box  with  crushed  oyster  shells  where  they  can 
get  them  when  they  want  them,  and  give 
them  all  of  the  fresh  water  that  they  want. 
Two  or  three  times  a  week  I  feed  some  vege- 
table food,  cabbage  or  apples  if  we  have

Great  Britain  imported  5,500,000  eggs  every 
day  during  the  year,  or,  in  other  words, 
£15,259  worth  daily.  Add  to  this  the  home 
supply,  estimated  at  2,100,000,000  annually,

them,  or  potato  pariugs.  We  keep  our 
hens  shut  in  in  the  winter  unless  it  is  very 
warm.  Don't  forget  that  you  must  have  a 
warm  dry  place  for  them. 

In  the  summer  they  run  where  they  plta^e, 
with  the  exception  of  the  garden.  They  are 
fed  every  day  of  the  year  all  they  will  eat. 

Here  is  what  we  did  with  our  hens  last 
year;  Jan.  1st,  1901,  we  had  200  White  Leg- 
horn hens  and  11  Plymouth  Rocks  for  sitter>. 
We  sold  1,506  dozen  of  eggs,  which  brought 
S29S.S7.  We  have  sold  17  roosters  for  §7.30, 
which  makes  the  sales  amount  to  §306.17. 
The  eggs  used  in  the  family  is  f>4:  dozen  ;  call- 
ing them  worth  18  cents  a  dozen  makes  them 
worth  §15.12.  You  will  see  that  the  eggs  sold 
brought  almost  20  cents  a  dozen,  only  lacked 
a  fraction  of  a  cent.  The  chickens  used  for 
meat  are  50  at  30  cents  each  ;  this  is  the  lowest 
price  that  we  have  sold  any  for;  it  makes  them 
worth  §15.  Jan.  1st,  1902,  we  have  our  num- 
ber of  fowls  that  we  had  Jan.  1st,  1901,  and 
95  extra  pullets  worth  50  cents  each,  which  is 
§47.50;  and  24  extra  roosters  worth  40  cents 
each,  which  is  §9.60, — which  by  adding  what 
we  have  sold  and  used  and  the  extra  fowls,  is 
§393.39.  The  co-t  of  feed  for  the  year  is 
§159.73,— a  profit  of  §233.66.  If  they  had  had 
more  room  they  would  have  done  better.  I 
have  had  them  do  better  than  this.  I  shall 
continue  iu  the  poultry  business  as  long  as 
they  do  as  well  as  they  have  the  past  year. —

consumed  in  the  large  towns  of  England  are 
of  foreign  origin.  Another  fact  of  interest  in 
this  connection  is  that  fully  50  per  cent  of  all 
eggs  available  are  from  three  to  seven  months 
old  before  they  reach  the  tables  of  the  average 
British  consumer.  The  development  of  the 
trade  in  foreign  eggs  during  recent  years,  this 
authority  adds,  is  truly  remarkable,  and  the 
ease  and  rapidity  with  which  a  trade  can  be 
developed  and  flourish  under  the  most  adverse 
conditions  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that 
the  export  of  eggs  from  Russia  has  increased 
from  10,000,000  in  1870  to  1,780,000,000  in 
1900.  The  export  from  Denmark  has  risen 
from  23,000,000  in  1880  to  292,000,000  in  1900, 
and  the  import  of  eggs  into  the  United  King- 
dom has  increased  from  100,000,000  in  1855  to 
1,000,000,000  in  1885,  and  2,0-25,000,000  in 
1900.  Year  by  year  the  trade  in  eggs  expands, 
and  is  still  likely  to  keep  on  increasing,  as 
there  appears  to  be  no  limit  to  the  supply  or 
the  demand.  The  trade  in  Europe  alone 
approaches  £100.000,000  annually.  — 
street's.

Likes   Our   Way   of  Handling 
Show  Reports. 


Edftor  Farm-Pocltry :  —  I  cougratulate 
you  on  the  good  work  you  are  doing  in  pub- 
lisbiiig  show  awards.  "With  ibe  tweniy-three 
reports  in  the  Jan.  1st,  and  over  twenty 
reports  in  the  Jan.  15tb  issue  it  ought  to  con- 
vince some  of  the  other  papers  that  have 
objected  on  account  of  "  free  advertising"'  (as 
they  call  it)  that  opinions  in  this  regard  are 
not  all  the  same. 

Your  style  is  clear,  brief,  and— I  believe— 
instructive.  In  some  cases  where  judging  has 
been  dune  by  score  card,  I  notice  societies 
credit  1st  P.  R.  cock,  score  87i;  1st  W.  P.  R. 
cockerel,  score  90 ;  2d  do.,  score  88i ;  1st  Silver 
Wy.  cockerel,  score  90,  2d  do.  88,  and  so  on. 
This,  of  course,  is  as  they  make  their  rules, 
but  who  would  care  to  purchase  or  breed  a 
Plymouth  Rock  cock  that  has  posed  as  a  win- 
ner of  the  blue  that  is  not  capable  of  scoring 
better  than  8TJ?  When  judged  by  comparison 
some  may  be  even  poorer  than  these  which 
are  only  examples. 

The  owner  of  such  specimens  advertising 
"  1st  and  2d  "'  on  such  quality  deceives  and 
injures  the  buyer,  and  greatly  injures  him- 
self. Let  all  societies  refuse  to  award  first 
and  second  to  cockerels  and  pullets  that  do 
not  and  are  not  capable  of  scoring  92  and  90; 
and  cocks  and  hens  that  are  not  equal  to  90 
and  88  for  first  and  second.  If  they  don't 
reach  these  points  class  them  where  they 
belong.  It  not  only  saves  the  society  the 
premiums  offered,  when  no  better  ones  are 
exhibited,  but  impresses  upon  the  breeder 
the  importance  of  better  stock,  and  that  to 
win  such  prizes  he  must  breed  his  stock  to  a 
higher  standard. 

I  believe  poultry  papers  should  publi>h 
show  awards  just  as  far  as  they  can,  especially 
those  of  local  societies.  They  get  their  living 
out  of  the  breeders  of  this  country.  Some 
papers  at  the  present  time  are  filled  with 
advertisements,  and  the  only  items  they  have 
in  the  reading  columns  are  such  as  refer  to 
the  breeders  who  are  their  advertisers. 
Farm-Poultry  has  set  the  pace,  and  you 
give  us  something  besides  advertising.

A  reader  of  Farm-Pocltry  wants  an 
opinion  on  this  raiioii  for  a  flock  of  100 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  bens  and  pullets:  — 

Morning.— Mash  2  qmirts  corn  meal,  1  quart 
wheat  bran,  1  quart  beef  scrap,  1  quart  cut 
clover,  scalded,  and  fed  at  7  A.  M. 

Xoon. — 2  quarts  wheat  in  litter. 

Xight. — 3  quarts  whole  corn. 

I  wish  the  correspondent  had  told  how  long 
he  had  been  using  that  ration  and  with  what 
results.  It  is  about  half  of  what  100  medium 
sized  fowls  usually  eat  when  kept  in  good 
condition  and  producing  fairly  well.  The 
m:ish  is  very,  badly  balanced.  Better  make  it 
about  as  recommended  in  the  article,  "Looks 
Like  Very  Short  Feeding,  etc.,"'  p.  1".  Jan.  1 
F.-P.,  and  increase  quantity  a  little  if  neces- 
."•ary.  It  is  belter  not  to  use  whole  corn  unless 
it  can  be  fed  on  the  cob  so  that  the  chickens 
pick  it  oflf  for  themselves,  or  is  fed  as  a  quick 
meal  the  last  thing  at  night  for  fowls  that  nny 
have  failed  to  get  their  share.

EXPERIMENTS  IN  INCUBATION. 


Treatment  of  Eggs  Before  Incubation- 
Light  and  Air. 


-Close  Cases  vs. 


lOilE  OF  THE  influences 
which  may  affect  the 
strength  of  the  germs  of 
eggs  that  are  kept  for 
jome  time  before  being 
incubated  were  studied 
by  keeping  part  of  them  shut  up  in  the  dark, 
in  ordinary  egg  cases  for  ten  days,  while 
another  lot  from  the  same  hens  was  kept 
spread  out  in  open  pans,  in  the  light,  on  a 
stand  beside  the  darkened  case.  This  gave 
both  lots  practically  the  same  temperature  of 
62°  F.  They  were  turned  daily.  It  was 
unfortunate  that  the  eggs  were  running  low 
in  fertility  when  all  of  the  tests  which  are 
reported  in  this  bulletin  were  being  made,  but 
the  hens  had  been  laying  very  heavily  for  a 
long  time,  and  that  probably  accounts  for  their 
low  fertility.  Two  pens  of  hens  were  selected 
and  the  eggs  of  each  individual  were  divided 
evenly  into  two  lots  by  alternating  them  in  the 
orber  in  which  they  were  laid.  This  was 
readily  done,  as  trap  nests  are  used  with  all 
our  birds,  and  all  the  hens  are  banded  and 
numbered.  By  taking  each  hen's  eggs  as  laid 
and  dividiug  them  by  placing  alternate  eggs  in 
the  same  lots,  a  fair  division  was  secured  by 
which  it  was  hoped  to  avoid  the  difficulties 
which  might  arise  from  the  physical  changes 
which  are  liable  to  take  place  in  laying  hens. 

The  eggs  were  laid  between  !May  25th  and 
June  2d.  After  IGO  were  obtained,  they  were 
kept  for  the  next  ten  days,  until  June  12th, 
and  then  put  together  into  the  same  incubator, 
each  egg  being  marked  with  the  number  of 
the  hen  that  laid  it,  the  date,  and  its  class. 

The  following  tables  (A)  show  some  of  the 
details  of  the  work  and  the  results  of  the  te>t : 


of  the  lots  was  placed  in  a  room  with  a  tem- 
perature of  70°  F.,  and  the  other  lot  was  put 
in  another  room  where  the  temperature  was 
50°  F.  There  was  about  the  same  amount  of 
moisture  in  each  room,  and  both  were  equally 
light.  The  eggs  were  in  open  boxes  and  were 
turned  each  day.  The  temperatures  were 
steadily  maintained  through  the  10  days,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  the  eggs  were  all  put 
together  into  the  same  incubator,  where  they 
were  subject  to  like  conditions. 

The  tables  (B)  show  the  behavior  of  the 
eggs  from  each  individual  hen,  under  the 
same,  and  varied  temperature,  as  well  as  tl^ 
results  of  the  te^ts.

Resting  Eggs  After  Transit  Before 
Incubating  Them. 

Poultry  breeders  aud  shippers  of  eggs  for 
incubating  purposes  frequently  instruct  pur- 
chasers to  rest  their  eggs  for  twenty-four 
hours  after  their  receipt  before  putting  them 
into  incubators,  claiming  better  results  from 
eggs  so  treated  than  where  incubating  com- 
menced immediately  upon  their  arrival. 

To  watch  the  results  of  such  treatment,  all 
of  the  eggs  laid  by  26  'O'hite  Wyandotte  heus. 
from  May  25th  to  June  2d,  were  divided  into 
two  lots  by  alternating  them  as  laid  by  each 
hen.  Part  of  the  eggs  laid  each  day  were  put 
in  one  lot  aud  part  in  the  other.  This  and  the 
alternating  of  the  eggs  was  done  so  as  to  secure 
as  nearly  as  possible  equal  conditions  in  each 
lot.  Both  of  these  lots  of  eggs  were  put  in  an 
ordinary  shipping  egg  case  aud  sent  from 
Orouo  by  express,  over  the  Maine  Central  and 
the  Baugorand  Aroostook  railroads  to  Houlton 
and  return,  and  after  remaining  in  the  express

The  12  signifies  that  the  germs  stopped  developing  by  or  before  the  12th  day  after  incubation 
commenced,  and  the  figures  20  indicate  that  development  ceased  between  the  12th  and  20th  days.

Effects  of  Temperature  Upon  Eggs 

While  Being  Held  for  Incubation. 

From  May  2oth  to  June  2d  all  of  the  eggs 
laid  by  24  hens  were  saved  aud  held  10  days, 
until  June  12th  before  being  incubated.  The 
eggs  from  each  hen  were  divided  into  two  lots 
bv  selecting  each  alternate  one  as  laid.  One 


office  at  Orono  over  night,  the  journey  to  Houl- 
ton and  return  was  repeated.  The  eggs  were 
on  the  road  and  waiting  at  the  railroad  sta- 
tions about  36  hours,  and  the  distance  covered 
was-  514  miles.  Upon  their  last  arrival  at

Time  Required  to  Establish  Fertility 
in  Eggs. 

The  following  experiment  was  undertaken 
to  determine  how  soon  after  mating  eggs 
become  sufficiently  fertile  to  yield  chicks.  For 
this  purpose  there  were  selected  twenty  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  hens  one  year  old,  that  had 
been  laying  heavily  during  the  live  to  seven 
months  preceding,  but  had  not  been  in  the 
company  of  male  birds  since  they  were  young 
chicks.  Late  on  the  evening  of  May  25,  a 
cockerel  twelve  months  old  was  placed  in  the 
pen  with  them  and  kept  there  until  the  close 
of  the  test.  The  eggs  laid  each  succeeding 
day  until  June  6th  were  incubated. 

The  eleven  eggs  laid  May  26th  were  all 
removed  after  having  been  in  the  incubator 
eight  days.  Eight  of  them  were  clear,  and  the 
three  others  showed  very  light  traces  of  fer- 
tility. At  the  same  time  the  eight  eggs  laid 
May  27th  were  examined,  and  three  of  them 
showed  clear,  three  were  slightly  cloudy,  and 
two  had  good  strong  centers  and  radiating 
lines.  From  these  eggs  two  good  strong  chicks 
were  hatched  on  the  twentieth  day  of  incuba- 
tion. The  best  results  were  obtained  from  the 
eiTgs  laid  .June  2d,  eight  days  after  the  intro- 
duction of  the  male  bird.  From  the  ten  eggs 
laid  that  day  eight  good  chicks  were  hatched, 
aud  two  eggs  were  completely  infertile. 

This  test  shows  that  eggs  become  fertile  very 
soon  after  mating  commences.  As  it  was 
after  dark  when  the  cockerel  was  put  in  the 
pen  with  the  bens,  it  is  not  at  all  probable  that 
he  mateil  with  any  hen  until  daylight  the  next 
morning,  May  2Bth,  yet  tie  eggs  laid  by  two 
of  the  hens.  May  27tb,  not  more  than  forty 
hours  after  mating,  yielded  vigorous  chicks.

To  learn  how  long  after  the  mating  of  hens 
and  cockerels  has  been  discontinued  the  eggs 
remain  sufficiently  fertile  to  yield  healthy 
chickens,  20 Barred  Plymouth  Rock  hens  were

"While  the  results  show  somewhat  diminished 
fertility,  it  is  evident  that  longer  test  perix)ds 
are  needed  in  which  to  determine  the  limits  of 
its  duration  after  mating  ceases.  This  work 
is  to  be  continued  with  other  pens  of  hens. 
The  preceding  table  shows  the  results  from 
each  day's  eggs. 

Fertility  of  Eggs  of  Different  Shapes.

OPERATING  INCUBATORS. 

A  Few  Suggestions  from  a  Manufacturer. 


L  l'HOUGH  THERE  is 
iotsof  gooii  type  worn 
out  on  Ibe  moisture 
ami  t  e  til  p  e  r  ;i  t  ure, 
thfre  is  uot  niuih  iu 
the  moisture  question 
further  than  serving 
a  purpose  with  some 
in  convincing  other  people  that  they  are  scien- 
tific on  the  incubation  question.  The  real 
candid  facts  are,  it  is  uot  a  question  at  ail  as  it 
is  understood  by  some,  it  is  simply  a  questiou 
of  ventilation  and  temperature  instead  of 
moisture  and  temperature.  Tlie  egg  is  getiii.g 
rid  of  moisture  during  inculiation,  instead  of 
absorbing  it.  The  question  of  ventilation  ai.d 
governing  the  speed  of  drying  out  the  egg  is 
the  question.  Correct  ventilation  of  the  egg 
chamber  carries  otf  the  correct  amount  of 
moisture.  Too  much  ventilaiion  carries  the 
moisture  ofl' too  fast.  or.  iu  other  words,  the 
egg  dries  out  too  fast,  the  lack  of  ventilation 
fails  to  cairy  ofT  enough  moisture:  the  egg 
does  not  ilry  out  enough.  A  good  incubator 
looks  after  the  moisture  questiou  by  having  a 
correct  ventilation  system.  It  is  just  as  easy 
and  as  plain  as  the  nose  on  a  man's  face,  and 
the  more  we  fool  with  other  notions,  the  more 
we  are  perplexed,  and  the  more  room  the 
empty  theories  will  have. 

Although  there  are  lots  of  honest  diU'erf  nces 
on  the  moisture  question  there  is  not  much 
difference  on  the  temperature  question.  All 
concede  that  103°  is  aliout  the  right  tempera- 
ture. Personally,  I  prefer  a  temperature  of 
104:°.  Have  watched  the  temperature  question 
for  a  numlier  of  years  with  a  view  of  find- 
ing out.  I  am  very  confident  that  101°  will 
produce  just  as  many  live  chicks  and  much 
stronger  chicks.  The  very  best  all  round 
h:itches  I  ever  made,  or  ever  heard  of  being 
made,  were  with  an  average  t'-mperature  of 
104=,  with  the  tliermometer  lying  on  top  the 


eggs.  By  average  temperature  I  mean  this 
way,— 103°  for  the  first  week;  104°  second 
week;  105°  third  week.  The  question  might 
be  asked,  why  the  iriree  ditl'erent  tempera- 
tures? The  reason  is  due  to  the  growth  of  the 
elnbryo  chick  and  the  natural  animal  heat  as 
the  chick  grows. 

With  a  great  many  the  temperature  and 
moisture  question  is  nem-ly  the  whole  thing. 
Their  delusion  about  this  is  largely  responsible 
for  a  lot  of  low  average  hatching.  The  tem- 
perature and  ventilation  is  only  a  portion  of 
making  big  hatches.  As  soon  as  the  egg  starts 
to  incubate,  the  shell  contains  a  live  thing,  and 
it  must  have  exercise  and  change  of  conditions 
to  grow  and  develop  into  a  strong  robust  chick, 
abie  and  willing  to  kick  out  of  the  shell  and 
grow  after  it  is  out.  Yes,  it  does  read  nice  to 
turn  the  eggs  with  a  simple  twist  of  the  wrist. 
It  carries  the  idea  to  the  inexperienced  that  It 
saves  a  lot  of  labor.  The  real  facts  are,  that  it 
does  not  take  over  five  minutes  to  turn  two 
hundred  eggs  by  hand,  and  while  you  are 
doing  it  the  eggs  get  the  necessary  airing. 
They  get  the  soft  natural  motion  for  turning, 
no  scraping,  etc.,  the  chick  adjusts  itself  to 
every  movement  of  tbe  egg,  it  is  exercise  for 
it.  The  airing  the  eggs  get  while  being  turned 
contracts  the  shell,  the  warmth  in  the  egg 
chamljer  expands  it  again,  the  natural  outcome 
of  the  expansion  and  contraction  is  the  break- 
ing up  of  the  shell's  l3bres,and  when  the  chick 
is  due  to  hatch,  it  is  strong  enough,  and  the 
shell  weak  enough.  Somehow  or  other  the 
laws  of  nature  and  things  require  us  to  do 
something,  to  get  something,  and  operating 
incubators  has  not  escaped  the  law.  Oper- 
ating an  incubator  does  not  require  much 
work,  but  to  get  the  best  results  we  must  do 
some  work.  Just  as  sure  as  the  machine  is  a 
good  one  and  we  do  our  part,  just  that  sure 
are  we  to  get  goo.d  results.

Summer,  Fail,  and  Winter  Eggs.  ^janiiain^^ 


iDITOR  Farm-Poulthy  : 
I  wonlil  like  to  give  niy 
opinion  on  it  matter  that  I 
think  h;is  heen  generally 
overlooked  by  pouitrytuen 
and  egg  farmers.  I  think 
that  poultrymen  (in  this 
M  ilion  at  least)  will  finil  that  there  is  as  much 
profit,  average  year  iu  ami  year  out,  in  sum- 
mer and  early  fall  eggs  as  in  late  fall  and 
winter  eggs.  I  make  this  statement  after  look- 
ing over  my  figures  and  records  for  the  last 
several  years,  and  have  settled  upon  it  as  a 
fact. 

Winter  eggs,  and  only  winter  eggs  have 
long  been  regardetl  as  the  first  and  only  profit- 
able issue  of  poultry  keeping.  Of  course  they 
are  the  source  of  the  profitable  early  broilers 
and  roasters,  and  from  them  we  hatch  our 
early  pullets  for  tbe  ensuing  year,  but  as  soon 
as  the  prices  drop  suddenly  in  March,  people 
begin  to  say  as  much  as,  "Well,  the  hens  may 
as  well  be  laid  on  the  shelf  now  until  next 
winter  as  far  as  any  profit  is  concerned." 
AVith  a  low  price  for  eggs,  the  hens  lay  about 
two  or  three  times  as  many,  which  will  more 
than  pay  expenses  even  at  this  time  of  year. 
Then  by  .June  the  prices  go  up  .igain,  and  in 
.July  and  August  the  price  as  quoted  in 
Farm-Poultuy  market  reports  was  20  and 
22  cents,  and  2-1  cents  per  dozen  in  September, 
while  retail  prices  obtained  by  growers  would 
average  nearer  30  cents  per  dozen  for  this 
period. 

The  difference  in  profit  between  winter  and 
summer  eggs  lies  in  the  amount  of  food 
required.  In  winter  we  feed  green  bone  and 
animal  food  in  quantities,  clover  or  some  other 
green  food,  warm  mash,  corn  and  other  grain 
foods  in  plenty  to  keep  up  the  bodily  warmth 
and  supply  material  for  the  few  eggs  the  fowls 
manage  to  eke  out  between  them.  If  we  fol- 
lowed the  advice  of  the  many  dealers  and 
makers  of  lialanced  poultry  foods  and  egg 
producers  we  should  have  eggs  in  plenty,  for 
they  say  the  hen  is  simply  a  machine,  and 
being  fed  a  balanced  ration  cannot  help  shell- 
ing out  the  eggs  at  any  time  of  vear.  But 


there  is  nothing  as  sure  as  this  in  poultry 
business.  Hens  are  contrary  creatures,  and 
sometimes,  while  being  fed  a  good  and  well 
compounded  lation,  their  visits  to  the  nest 
boxes  will  be  few  and  far  between,  and  at 
other  times  when  apparently  poorly  fed  and 
cared  for,  will  do  record  breaking  work. 
There  is  no  doubt  about  this,  however;  get 
your  birds  laying  by  winter  and  you  will  get 
not  only  winter  eggs,  but  eggs  all  through  the 
spring  and  summer  after,  as  then  is  the 
natural  laying  season. 

But  to  come  right  down  to  the  point  in  as 
few  words  as  possible,  I  will  give  my  egg 
yield  to  compare.  Last  winter  with  good  feed 
and  plenty  of  it,  and  with  good  care  and  plenty 
of  it,  my  yield  averaged  -tOfc  in  Kovember 
and  December,  and  50%  during  the  last  of  the 
winter  months,  but  my  flock  netted  me  more 
money  during  the  summer  and  early  fall 
months,  when  with  a  good  shaded  grass  run 
and  two  very  light  grain  feeds  per  day,  with 
insects  and  other  things  picked  up,  they  aver- 
aged ~b%  egg  yiekl,  and  that  too  when  the 
price  was  2.5  cents  to  3-5  cents  per  dozen  retail. 

I  think  the  results  obtained  by  other  poultry- 
men  agree  practically  with  mine,  and  they 
soon  will  believe  as  I  do  iu  this  matter.

I  have  no 
trouble  iu  getting  over  Standard  weights,  and 
think  it  would  be  detrimental  to  the  breed  to 
remove  them.  I  should  like  to  hear  from 
others  on  this  question.  I  hope  this  will  reach 
the  eyes  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso<'ia- 
tion.

Mr.  F."s  letter  was  dated  January  9th,  hence 
was  received  too  late  for  insertion  in  the 
January  loth  paper,  which  was  all  made  up 
and  forms  in  the  foundry  when  the  letter 
reached  this  office.  Of  course  the  meeting 
will  have  already  been  held,  and  the  matter 
acted  upon  before  this  paper  is  issued.  1 
wrote  Mr.F.,  advising  him  to  send  his  protest 
to  the  association  direct  through  its  secretary, 
T.  E.  Orr,  Pittsburg,  Pa.  This  is  what  should 
be  done  in  every  such  case  in  addition  to  the 
published  communication.  When  time  admits 
of  it,  marked  copy  of  a  paper  containing  such 
a  protest  might  be  sent  to  members  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association,  especially  to 
those  likely  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ing, but  to  give  a  protest  proper  standing 
before  the  meeting  it  should  be  sent  in  due 
form.  I  do  not  think  even  the  severest  critic 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association  would 
say  that  it  had  been  in  the  habit  of  ignoring 
such  Indications  of  the  views  or  wishes  of 
breeders  when  brought  before  it  in  proper 
form.  The  great  trouble  has  been  that  most 
Important  questions,  such  as  revision  of  con- 
stitution, for  instance,  have  been  sent  to  the 
secretary  for  announcement  that  they  would 
be  considered  at  such  and  such  a  meeting,  and 
when  the  time  arrived  no  one  interested  in  the 
matter  was  on  hand  to  present  it  to  the  meet- 
ing. In  a  case  like  this,  of  weights  of  a  not 
very  generally  popular  variety  it  might  easily 
happen  that  there  would  be  no  one  present  to 
represent  opinion  either  for  or  against,  though 
I  have  little  doubt  that  In  this  particular  case 
the  Blue  Andaluslan  club  is  looking  after  the 
matter. 

The  point  I  want  to  make,  however,  is  that 
in  matters  of  this  kind  general  publicity,  such 
as  is  secured  by  publication  in  a  paper,  is  not 
enough.  Either  by  letter  or  by  marked  copy 
of  the  paper  the  view  which  it  is  desired  to 
present  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
those  who  are  to  act  upon  the  question.

Qreen  Bone  Prize  Article. 


Ttgs  contribution  to  the  Farmers^  Voice, 
by  W.  F.  Ail;niis,  Yo.ikum,  Texas,  avviirtled 
the  grantl  prize  $100— as  the  best  of  twenty- 
seven  submitteil.  Judges: — F.  L.  Kimniey, 
president  American  Poultry  Association  ;  Jlil- 
ler  Purvis,  editor  Commercial  PoiMry;  F. 
H.  Shellab:irger,  poultry  judge  and  fancier. 

My  experience  with  cut  bone  as  a  food  for 
fowls  extends  over  two  years  only  with  a  flock 
of  100  hens.  Prior  to  that  time  I  had  not  used 
cut  bone,  and  my  article  is  based  on  the  per- 
centage of  gain  in  the  growth,  health  and  eggs 
of  fowls  over  the  two  years  previous,  when  I 
did  not  use  bone,  all  other  conditions  for  the 
four  years  being  about  the  same. 

My  attention  being  called  to  the  value  of 
fresh  cut  green  bone  as  a  food  for  poultry,  I 
determined  to  experiment.  I  crushed  some 
hog  bones  as  best  T  could  and  fed  it  to  layers. 
The  result  was  so  satisfactory  I  bought  a 
small  bone  cutter  and  began  to  feed  green  cut 
bone  to  my  poultry  regularly  twice  a  week. 
I  tried  all  sorts  of  bones,  and  have  found  the 
hog  and  beef  bones  the  best,  being  easier 
obtained,  and  containing  more  of  the  nutritive 
value.' 

I  get  a  soup  bone  of  the  liutchcr,  shave  oM' 
the  meat  la  little  meat  won't  hurt  if  you 
iiitend  feeding  :is  soon  as  cut),  and  I  feed  the 
same  day  it  is  cut. 

Some  people  make  the  mistake  of  using  bones 
tbiit  have  been  boileil,  or  lain  out  and  sun 
bleached.  Some  of  the  most  essential  feeding 
value  of  the  bone  has  thus  been  lost, especially 
as  feed  for  growing  chicks.  The  animal,  as 
well  as  the  mineral  qualities  of  the  bone,  is 
what  makes  it  valuable.  I  experimented  with 
cut  chicken  bone  :i  little,  and  fancied  I  saw 
;ui  improvement  over  the  other  lioiie,  but  I  am 
not  sure,  and  even  though  there  be,  it  is  not 
convenient  to  get  green  chicken  bone.  Be  sure 
that  the  bones  used  are  not  those  of  animals 
that  have  died  of  disease,  old  age,  or  starva- 
tion. The  former  two  are  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  fowls,  the  latter  worthless.  Bones 
of  young  anim:ils  are  best. 

For  growing  chickens  after  two  weeks  old, 
I  mix  the  bone  meal  with  corn  chops,  diunp- 
ened  with  curd  milk  (water  will  do),  so  that 
each  bird  gets  from  a  half  to  one  teaspoonful 
of  the  lione  meal,  :iccording  to  age. 

!t  is  ;ui  excellent  bone  food  for  the  fowl,  and 
general  invigorator  and  growth  forcer. 

Extra  large  and  quick  growth  bone  in  fowls 
means  more  meat,  and  more  ine;it  means  seven 
to  ten  cents  per  pound. 

For  hiving  hens  I  feed  mixed  as  above,  only 
th:it  each  hen  gets  one  tablespoonful  twice  or 
three  times  a  week,  according  as  I  think  they 
may  need  an  extra  iillowance.  They  need 
more  when  they  are  laying  regularly  or  molt- 
ing. 

The  results  of  the  bone  as  a  feed  is  seen  in 
a  very  few  days  in  the  renewed  vigor,  health, 
;iud  appetite,  and  liist,  but  not  least,  egg 
product. 

Tailing  every  advantage  gained  liy  feeding 
bone  —  i.  e.,  general  health  of  flock,  quick 
growth  of  broilers,  increase  in  amount  of  eggs, 
etc.,  over  the  two  years  bone  was  not  fed,  I 
figure  it— and  I  keep  close  accounts— that  the 
profit  derived  is  fifteen  per  cent  over  the 
proHts  of  the  two  preceding  years.  This 
fifteen  per  cent  is  attributed  to  the  bone  feed, 
iind  the  other  increase  in  profits  was  credited 
to  the  source  from  which  they  came. 

Now  don't  feed  an  overdose  at  first,  or  at 
any  time  for  that  unitter;  feed  regularly. 

Don't  expect  the  hens  to  lay  two  eggs  daily, 
:md  the  young  chicks  to  spring  up  in  one  night 
like  mushrooms,  when  they  are  fed  bone. 
Mi.x  well  with  the  other  fooil  so  that  each  liird 
gets  its  proportionate  share. 

Don't  expect  to  feed  bone  only.  The  bone 
is  only  an  additional  feed,  a  sort  of  tonic. 

Now  I  am  not  going  to  go  into  detail  to 
explain  how  the  bone  assists — couldn't  if  I 
wanted  to  —  only  to  say  that  the  component 
parts  of  all  meat  bones  are  the  same,  jtnd  the 
mineral  part  of  bone  in;iy  be  found  in  egg 
shells.  Bone  and  shells  must  be  supplied  from 
what  the  fowl  eats,  hence  we  feed  it  to  them 
directly  in  the  shape  of  cut  bone,  instead  of 
indirectly,  in  the  shape  of  corn,  oats,  etc. 

If  you  once  give  fresh  cut  green  bone  a  trial 
as  a  food  for  fowls,  you  will  never  discon- 
tinue it.  W.  F.  Adams.

The  follo^wing  method  of  feeding  is 
based  upon  experience  : — Every  morning 
feed  earl-i-  a  ■warm  mash,  made  as  directed 
below.  Every  noon  feed  whole  oats, 
barley  or  buckwheat.  Every  night  feed 
whole  wheat — corn  when  very  cold.  The 
cooked  mash  should  he  made  as  follows  : 
— Mix  thoroughly  (while  dry\  in  a  bairel 
or  box,  equal  parts  of  corn  meal,  shorts, 
■wheat  middlings  and  ground  oats.  Take 
two  quarts  of  this  dry  mixture,  add  to  it 
one  quart  of  •wrell  cooked  vegetables, 
such  as  potatoes,  turnips,  beets,  carrots, 
table  and  kitchen  scraps ;  add  a  little  salt 
for  seasoning.  To  the  -whole,  in  a  rjail, 
add  three  heaping  teaspoonfuls  of  Sheri-
